One of the support- 
ing cables holding the lights had 
broken. 

Jack Sherwood, chief of the 
Secret Service detail assigned to 
Nixon, moved quickly onto the 
center of the stage and ushered 
him from under: the string of 
lichts and off to one side of the 
singe. 

Electricians on the grounds 
feared that the electrical circuits 
feeding the lights might also 
break so they quickly switched 
off the current.

With respect to those islands, 
I have often pointed out that the 
only way the United States 
could become involved in hos- 
tilities would be because of its 
firm stand against Communist 
attempts to gain their declared 
aims by force. I have also often 
said that firmness in supporting 
the principle makes war less, 
rather than more, likely . of 
occurence, 

I feel certain, beyond the 
shadow of a doubt, that if the 
United States became engaged in 
hostilities on account of the evil 
and aggressive assaults of the 
forces of Communism, the Amer- 
ican people would unite as one 
to assure the success and tri- 
umph of our effort. 

I deeply deplore the effect 
upon hostile forces of a state- 
ment that if we became engaged 
in battle, the United States would 
be defeated because of disunity 
at home. If that were believed, 
it would embolden our enemies 
and make almost inevitable the 
conflict which, I am sure, we 
both seek to avoid provided it 
can be avoided consistently with 
the honor and security of our 
country, , 

Though in this letter I have 
explained the facts and the prin- 
ciples that guide the government 
in dealing with the critical For- 
mosa strait situation, I cannot 
close without saying that our 
whole effort is now, and has 
always been, the preservation of 
a peace with honor and with 
justice. After all, this is the 
basic aspiration of all Ameri- 
cans, indeed of all peoples. 

In as much as there have been 
public reports on the essence of 
your letter, I feel I should make 
this reply public.

DUESSELDORF, Germany, 
Oct. 15 (UPI)—Two former Nazi 
guards at the Sachesenhausen 
concentration camp were sen- 
tenced to life imprisonment to- 
day for murdering inmates in 
what the court termed “condi- 
tions of complete beastiality.’ 

The sentences against Otto 
Boehm and August Hoehn were 
the severest the court could give. 
There is no death penalty in 
West Germany. A third man, 
Horst Hempel, was sentenced to 
five years in jail for aiding in 
the killings. The verdict was 
handed down by a Duesseldorf 
court after a three-week trial. 


Former prisoners testified that 
guards, under the direction of 
Boehm and Hoehn, lashed pris- 
oners to drive them into the gas 
chambers.

A proposal to close off part of 
Eighth street and develop a one- 
block mall on the east side of 
the old Federal Building is under 
study by Downtown in St. Louis, 
Inc., the Post-Dispatch was told 
~ yesterday. 

The mall. which would extend 
from Olive Locust street, 
would inject color into the down- 
town area with plantings of trees 
and flowers. a_ sidewalk cafe 
with multicolored umbrellas, a 
series of exhibits displayed 
against the railings of the old 
building, a stage for special 
events, flower stands and two 
40-foot decorative towers, one at 
each end of the mall. 


Varicolored biocks of concrete 
would form a flooring extending 
12 feet into the street, where a 
curb’of asphalt tile would be put. 
down. This block of Eizhth street 
would be closed to all vehicular 
traffic except busses. Since nine 
Public Service Co. bus lines now 
use the street and it would be 
difficult to reroute. them, the 
mall would leave a 12-foot lane 
for use by southbound busses. 

A bus stop equipped with 
benches and a colorful news- 
stand at Eighth and Olive 
streets, just east of the present 
stand would be additional fea- 
tures. 

Construction of the mall weuld 
cost $40,000 to $50,000, and 
whether Downtown in St. Louis 
can afford such an outlay is the 
question. If undertaken, the mall 
could be dismantled for the hot | 
summer months and the winter, 
and later could be reassembled. 

St. Louis was given a look at 
a downtown pedestrian mali 
when the 700 block of St. Charles 
street was closed to automobile 
traffic for one day in August, 
1959. A fashion show was staged 
in the cleared area. Arthur E. 
Wright Jr., executive secretary 
of Downtown in St. Louis, re- 
ported that public reaction was 
highly favorable. 

Plans for the Eighth street 
mall have been drafted as a 
civic contribution by the St.

Support for an equalized school 
tax, establishment of a four-year 
branch of the University of Mis- 


souri and for a county police 
pension plan was pledged yester- 
day in a St. Louis county Demo- 
cratic platform. 

The platform, believed to be 
the first ever drafted in the 
cougty by’a political party, was 
presented by a committee whose 
members were drawn from the 
County Council, the State Legis- 
lature and the county Democratic 
Central Committee. 


Democratic candidates in the 
county will run on the platform, 
John J. Johnson, county Demo- 
cratic chairman, said. 


“It represents the desires and 
suggestions of the majority of 
the citizens who appeared be- 
fore the committee,” he said. 
“We are convinced this plat- 
‘form will enable the county to 
move forward under the kind 
of government that is progres- 
sive and vigorous in its desire 
to serve all people with equality 
and integrity.” 

For Equalized School Tax. 

The declaration of “principal 
purposes and aims” of — the 
county Democratic party called 
for support of “legislation for 
an equalized school tax in St. 
Louis county to provide equal 
educational opportunities to all 
public school children in the 
county.”’ 

The Metropolitan St. Louis 
Survey pointed out that school 
districts vary. widely in ability 
to support schools because of 
differences in the amount of 
assessable property within their 
boundaries. The survey recom- 
mended that a standard level of 
educational opportunity be as- 
sured in every school district. 

Establishment of a branch of 
the state university in the county 
“would insure the availability of 
a college education for our stu- 
dents,”’ the platform said. 

The document pledged the 
Democrats to work “to obtain 
(state) constitutional authority 
“to authorize a county police 
‘pension plan. 

Consolidation of Offices. 

The only platform plank ap- 
parently applicable to the pro- 

charter amendment for 
consolidating the offices of the 
assessor and collector and tax 
functions of the county clerk 
under a director of revenue, 
who would be appointive, was 
the longest in the statement. 

The 93-word paragraph said in 
part that Democrats pledged 
support “‘to the consolidation of 
departments of county govern- 
ment wherever and whenever 
such is deemed to be in the best 
interest of all the citizéns in St.

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ong-Hocker Fight Breathes 


Life Into State Election Races — 


G.O.P. Gains Seasoned 
Campaigner in No- 
Holds - Barred Contest 
for U;S. Senate Seat.

THE MISSOURI state political 

Campaign, which opened six weeks 
ago playing a drab second-fiddle to 
the Kennedy-Nixon presidential 
race, has been sharply enlivened re- 
cently by the no-holds-barred battle 
between Lon Hocker, Republican, 
and former Lt. Gov. Edward V. 
Long, Democrat, for United States 
Senator. 
» Missouri was not scheduled to elect a 
United States Senator this year. This be- 
came necessary by the death last Sept. 13 
of Missouri’s senior Senator, Thomas C. 
Hennings Jr. A few days later, Gov. James 
T. Blair called a special election, to co- 
incide with the Nov. 8 general election, to 
fill the unexpired two years of the Hen- 
nings term. 

The election to fill the Senate vacancy 
completely altered the complexion of the 
state political campaign. It gave the Re- 
publicans an opportunity to strengthen their 
state ticket by the addition of an experi- 
enced and articulate campaigner. 

And, as events turned out, the unexpected 
addition of the senatorial contest has proved 


something of a headache ¢o the Democrats.\ 


The behind-the-scenes political manipula- 
tions which led to the selection of “Long as 
the Democrats’ ‘“‘compromise’’ candidate 
for the Senate left a number of deep intra- 
party scars which can work only to the 
detriment of the Democrats. 

However, Democratic candidates for the 
governorship and for the four other major 
state offices at stake in the election are 
still heavily favored to defeat their lesser- 
known and inexperienced Republican oppo- 
nents. Leaders of both parties believe, how- 
ever, that Hocker will run well ahead of 
other Republican state candidates. Some 
Democrats say Hocker has an “outside 
chance” of upsetting Long in the sena- 
torial race. 


THUS FAR, the Hocker-Long battle has 
been fought on state rather than national 
or international issues. Both candidates 
have pledged, however, to carry on the 
liberal traditions of the late Senator Hen- 
nings, particularly in the field of civil 
rights. 

Hocker, St. Louis lawyer and the unsuc- 
cessful G.O.P. candidate for Governor in 
1956, contends he is better qualified in this 
regard because he served as hearing coun- 
sel for the Senate subcommittee on Consti- 
tutional Rights headed by Senator Hen- 
nings. He likes to point out that the late 
Senator, a Democrat, praised his work with 
the committee in a Senate address. 

The Republican senatorial candidate has 
attacked Long for his political association 


with Richard R. Nacy, Jefferson City bank-. 


er and veteran state Democratic leader. 
Hocker charged that his opponent was 
handpicked by Nacy as the Democratic 
senatorial candidate. He also accused 
Long, a prosperous. Pike county lawyer and 
farmer, of supporting the small loan lobby 
as a member of the State Senate for 12 
years. 

Long, who owns several rural banks and 
small loan companies, has profited from 
his. association with Nacy, Hocker con- 
tended. The G.O.P. nominee said Long has 
obtained $1,000,000 in state deposits for his 
banks. 

‘“‘Long’s banks pay 1 per cent interest to 
the state for the state funds, then turn 
around and lend the money to loan com- 
panies which lend it to the taxpayers at 
28 per cent interest,’ Hocker said. ‘“‘He’s 
making about 27 per cent interest on state 
money.” 


THE ST. LOUIS Republican said he wants 
to be Senator so he can help protect the 
nation’s economy. He declared the United 
States must continue to provide technical 
and economic aid to its allies to strengthen 
their resistance to Communist imperialism. 
But this has created problems, he said, 
because many of these allies have, as a 
result of United States assistance, become 
competitors for world markets. 


He rejected as unacceptable such pos- 
sible solutions as wage reductions for 
American workers, devaluation of the cur- 
rency or imposition of fixed tariffs. 


Instead, Hocker said he favors the 
proposal of United States Representative 
Thomas B. Curtis (Rep.) for setting up a 
graduated scale of import duties, related 
to wages paid in the exporting nations. 
In this way, he said, “we would match 
our technology and productive skills with 
the competing nations on an equal basis 
and encourage the raising of wages and 
living standards all over the world.” 

Long, who served as a state Senator for 

12 years before being elected Lieutenant 
Governor in 1956, has the campaign advan- 
tage of being the incumbent in the sena- 
torial race. Gov. Blair appointed him to 
fill the Senate vacancy temporarily until 
Senator Hennings’ successor is elected 
Nov. 8. 
' He frankly acknowledged he is not well 
informed on foreign issues, but contended 
that he is equipped to master the subject 
because of his travels to’ Europe, South 
America and Asia as a.top officer of Rotary 
International. He told audiences at several 
political rallies: ; 

“It would be the worst kind of misrepre- 
sentation if I were to give the people of this 
state the impression that I know all the 

‘answers to the domestic, social and eco- 
nomic problems. that face this nation, nor 
do I have a cure-all for the problems that 
face the world. But I do know, intimately, 
the problems facing the state.” 

In his campaign talks, Long has stuck 
primarily with state-related issues. He 
pledged to work for conservation of natural 
resources and has called for further devel- 
opment of the Missouri river as a navigable

stream with a nine-foot channel for its en- 
tire length. 


HE HAS STRESSED the need for indus- 
trial expansion in Missouri. As Senator, he 
said, he will do all he can to promote the 
development of a Missouri steel industry 
based on the state’s new discoveries of 
iron-ore deposits. 


He has touched lightly on the national 
scene by criticizing the Republican Admin- 
istration’s economic policies, farm program 
and “‘secrecy’”’ in government agencies. He 
has proposed no new solutions to the farm 
problem, but has pledged to support the 
objectives cited in the Democratic national 
platform. 


In all other state-wide races, the Demo- 
cratic nominees headed by Attorney Gen- 
eral John M. Dalton, candidate for Gov- 
ernor, are heavily favored to win. There 
is considerable evidence that many Repub- 
licans already have written off their party’s 
chances of capturing a top state office. 


With the exception of Hocker, the G.O.P. 
state candidates are relatively unknown to

Missouri voters generally. They’ have had | 


leSs experience than their Democratic oppo- 
nents and they have not campaigned as 
extensively or as vigorously as their rivals. 


As in recent state elections, the Repub- 
licans have been handicapped also by the 

ck of a strong state organization and 
adequate finances. The G.O.P. state cam- 
paign, when compared with the present 
Democratic standards, is virtually a 
“shoestring” operation. 


In St. Louis last Friday, Edward G. 
Farmer Jr., the Republican candidate for 
Governor, and two other. state G.O.P. can- 
didates complained that Missouri Republi- 
cans Unlimited, the party’s fund-raising 
organization, had been a ‘“‘fizzle.”’ 

Farmer told a meeting of Republican 
editors that he had received only $2000 
from M.R.U. for his campaign. Joseph M. 
Badgett of St. Louis, candidate for secre- 
tary of state, said he got nothing. 

M.R.U. was organized last fall by a group 
of St. Louis and Kansas City business men 
to raise funds to help rebuild the G.O.P. 
in Missouri, Its original goal of $700,000

was revised downward sharply after its 
initial solicitation efforts. 

With campaign collections at a much 
lower scale than expected, the organization 
decided to ‘‘use the money where it would 
do the most good,’”’ a state party leader 
explained. Because of the state Repub- 
lican candidates’ extremely unfavorable 
prospects in the election, the bulk of the 
money raised will be used in an effort to 
re-elect Representative Curtis, and to help 
candidates in outstate congressional and 
legisjative districts where G.O.P. chances 
are much better, it was reported. 

Attorney General Dalton has been con- 
ducting one of the most aggressivé and 
extensive state gubernatorial campaigns, 
despite the politicians’ consensus that he 
will poll more votes than any other Demo- 
cratic candidate on the ballot. He said he 
is running ‘‘scared.”’ 


DALTON HAS PROPOSED a sevén-point 
state program, calling for major improve- 
ments in schools, highways and the state 
mental héalth programs. He has stressed 
the need for industrial expansion and has 
taken a strong stand for setting up a code 
of ethics for public officials which would 
eliminate ‘‘conflicts of interest.’’ 

In his campaign, Farmer has traveled 
less extensively than Dalton and has spe- 
cialized in meeting with small groups at 
“‘coffees” in private homes or restaurants. 

He, too, has called for increased efforts 
to encourage new industry to locate in Mis- 
souri, but has blamed recent Democratic 
state administrations for Missouri’s failure 
to keep pace. with other states in popula- 
tion and economic growth. 

The G.O.P. gubernatorial nominee has 
said that wasteful state expenditures and 
unneeded state employes should be elim- 
inated before state taxes are raised. He 
has urged also the creatign of a central 
state personnel agency to make certain that 
all state employes are doing their jobs. 

The one hitch in the smooth-rolling Demo- 
cratic campaign is an internal feud involv- 
ing Dalton and United States Representa- 
tive Charles H. Brown of Springfield, who 
is seeking re-election in the southwest 
Missouri Seventh Congressional District. 
Brown, who wanted/to be named by the 
Democratic State Yommittee as the party’s 
candidate for a par Sénator, bitter- 
ly resented Dalton’s intercession with com- 
mittee leaders in behalf of Long. 

After Long’s selection, Brown denounced 
Dalton as ‘‘part of the statehouse machine 
which engineered”’ Long’s nomination. . Lat- 
er, Brown’s supporters said Dalton had 
ignored a Brown fund-raising dinner at 
Joplin. Ag 


BOTH CANDIDATES appeared last week 
at a Lawrence county party rally and a 
Joplin newspaper reported that differ- 
ences between Dalton and Brown had been 
patched up. 

But Brown’s campaign manager, W. Ray 
Daniel of Springfield, quickly denied this. 
He said the joint appearance of the two 
was ‘‘mere coincidence,” and that it ‘“‘does 
not imply any change in Brown’s attitude 
regarding Dalton’s participation in the sena- 
torial nomination.” 

Dalton said in reply: ‘‘I’m not mad at 
anybody.” He reported he had pyraised 
Brown at the rally as “a good Congress- 
man,” and denied he ignored the Brown 
fund-raising dinner at Joplin. He said he 
contributed to a similar event held earlier 
and that he did not know the second dinner 
was being held. | 

There were reports that some supporters 
of Brown would not vote for any candidate 
in the gubernatorial contest, in retaliation 
against Dalton, and that Dalton’s support- 
ers in that area might refrain from voting 
in the congressional race. 


"Air of Uncertainty Prevails 


In Nixon, Kennedy Camps 


As Stretch Drives Begin 


Senator's Workers Feel Their Man Is Making 
Gains—Vice President to Concentrate His Efforts 
in Big Industrial States in Final Weeks—John- 
son Gathering Steam in His Talks in South.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 15. 


EVERY PRESIDENTIAL CAMPAIGN creates its own pattern and 
takes on its individual tone, thereby confusing early prognosticators who 
rely on dramatic history and selected precedents rather than current 
events and political personalities for their guesses on the outcome. 


Aside from the issues, the Nixon-Kennedy 
contest has made a modern pattern by the 
use of transcontinental plane flights and 


-nation-wide television debates that enabled 


the- nominees to be seen and heard by 
tens of millions instead of tens of thou- 
sands. Comparatively young, both are car- 
rying out travel schedules beyond the 
physical endurance of candidate-Presidents 
Truman in 1948 and Eisenhower in 1956. 


Going in to the crucial final three weeks 
before election day each camp has gained 
more confidence in its ability, but an air 
of uncertainty is evident in both. Usually 
at this time, the signs of victory and de- 
feat are evident, as in 1956 and 1952 and 
in all the Roosevelt campaigns. These 
signs were completely misleading in 1948, 
when Republican Thomas E. Dewey was 
so cocky that he informally announced his 
Cabinet choices and when nearly all of 
President Truman’s supporters were pre- 
pared for a bad beating. ch 


In the Democratic headquarters, work- 
ers for Senator John F, Kennedy appear 
confident that their man is gaining, espe- 
cially in the states with big electoral votes 
where the local candidates are eager now 
to be allied with the national ticket. They 
seem more confident of winning back the 
southern states which voted for President 
Eisenhower in 1956, with the exception of 
Florida and Virginia. They no longer talk, 
however, about carrying such farm states 
as Kansas and lowa, which have Demo- 
cratic Governors. 


Vice President Richard M. Nixon’s 
supporters conceded, publicly and pri- 
vately, that the election, as of now, looks 
close. They are hoping that President 
Eisenhower’s ‘‘non-political’” speaking 
tour to the Pacific coast and Mexico, 
starting Monday, will increase the pres- 
tige of the Republican heir, but in the 
final stretch their candidate will con- 
centrate his efforts in the big industrial 
states north of the Ohio river and on 
the Atlantic coast. 


With President Eisenhower on tour, Nix- 
on has three differing spokesmen advocat- 
ing his election—Senator Barry Goldwater 
on the right, telling southern audiences 
what they want to hear; Gov. Nelson A. 
Rockefeller of New York on the left, ap- 
pealing to the urban liberals, and Mr. 
Eisenhower, as the retiring party leader, 
defending his own middle road course. 


Kennedy at first was deserted by the 
southern Senators, governors and local 
leaders because of the forthright Demo- 


cratic platform and his own stand on social . 


welfare and labor legislation. The defec- 
tors are gradually—and reluctantly—coming 
back into the party, with the. notable ex- 
ceptions of Senator Harry F. Byrd of Vir- 
ginia and former Governors James F. 
Byrnes of South Carolina and Allen Shivers 
of Texas. Kennedy has had the support 
of most liberals since his nomination, al- 
though some followers of Adlai E. Steven- 
son wanted to bargain for a top cabinet 
post for their hero. 


THE DIVISIONS within the two parties, 
being historic, were expected to continue 
through the campaign. With Mr. Eisen- 
hower’s huge majorities as a possible res-

Quemoy-Matsu Issue Is Beclouded by Emotionalism

VICE PRESIDENT NIXON’S proposed 
new policy in the Formosa Strait has re- 
opened an emotion-charged issue that the 
American people never have been able to 
consider dispassionately. Its roots extend 
back to the sentimental days when school 
children saved pennies for the starving Chi- 
nese. It constitutes one of the most frus- 
trating problems ever to confront United 
States policy-makers. And yet, if it could 
be stripped of emotion and domestic poli- 
tics, it would be simple enough. | 

The Quemoy-Matsu aspect of the issue 
arose in 1949. In that year Generalissimo 
Chiang Kai-shek, a wartime ally of the 
West, was driven from the mainland by 
the Communist armies with which he had 
rH engaged in a protracted civil war. He 

nd about 2,000,000 followers took refuge 
on Formosa, an island 100 miles from the 
mainland. It formerly was occupied by the 
Japanese. 

A few of Chiang’s supporiers stopped at 
Quemoy, three miles off the Red port of 
Amoy. Others halted at Matsu, nine miles 
from the mainland port of Foochow. Some 
reached the Pescadores, islets in the For- 
mosa Strait 30 miles from Formosa. A few 
remained on the Tachens, small northerly 
islands which the United States forced 
Chiang to evacuate in 1955. 

Also in 1949 the State Department issy: 
a ‘white paper” on United States relations 
with China. This charged Chiang’s party, 
the Kuomintang, with corruption in the 
early 1940s. It discussed the futile efforts 
of Gen. George C. Marshall to mediate the 
civil war in 1945-47. The white paper caused 
a violent reaction. Four strongly pro-Chiang 
Senators termed it ‘‘a whitewash of wishful 
dc-nothing policy which has succeeded only: 
in placing Asia in danger of Soviet con- 
quest.” The paper furnished ammunition 
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for partisan Republican attacks on Presi- 
dent Truman and Secretary of State Dea 
Acheson. 


REPUBLICANS QUICKLY found that the 
“loss’’ of China had a popular appeal. In 
the years 1950 to 1952 they made the most 
of it in an effort to prepare for the election 
of the first Republican ‘President since Her- 
bert Hoover was chosen in 1928. The so- 
called China lobby helped with materials 
and some financing. Senator McCarthy and 
his followers discredited the State Depart-

,:ment’s China experts: Senator Knowland of 


‘California, the Republican minority leader, 
came to be known as “the Senator from 
Formosa.” Senator Bridges of New Hamp- 
shire, Senator Jenner of Indiana, and the 
late Senators Taft of Ohio, Welker of Idaho 
and Wherry of Nebraska strongly supported 


the Chiang position. All were members of . 


the G.O.P. Old Guard. 


When the Republicans came to power in 
1952 they set out to do something for Chi- 
ang. President Eisenhower, in his first

“unleashed” Chiang by ordering the Sev- 
enth Fleet to stop shielding the mainland 
from possible attack by Chiang. Although 
this was in fact a gesture, the Chinese Na- 
tionalists interpreted it as evidence they 
would be well treated by the new Admin- 
istration. They had previously identified 
their cause with: that of the Republicans 
and had counted on a victory by Gov. 
Dewey in 1948. 


Late in 1953 the Chiang government pro- 
posed a mutual defense pact with the 
United States. This was signed a year 
later. It was designed, President Eisen- 
hower said, to “deter any attempt by the 
Chinese Communist regime to bring its ag- 
gressive military ambitions to bear against 
the treaty area.” The treaty area was de- 
fined as Formosa and the Pescadores. 

‘Shortly before the treaty was approved 
in Washington early in 1955, President Fiis- 
enhower, reacting to what he called “‘a 
series of provocative political and military 
actions, establishing a pattern of aggres- 
sive purpose—the conquest of Formosa” by 
the Communists—asked Congress for dis- 
cretionary authority to defend Formosa 
and the Pescadores. The resolution was 
overwhelmingly approved by both houses 
of Congress, although there was consider- 
able question as to whether such authority 
was needed by the Chief Executive. — 


THE MAJOR CONTROVERSY that devel- 
oped in congressional debate was over the 
omission of the exact area the United States 
would fight-to defend. Mr. Eisenhower dis- 
claimed any suggestion that the United 
States “enlarge its defensive obligations 
beyond Formosa and the Pescadores’’ but 
he said “‘clesely related localities and ac-

thought, or at least said, that they conceded 
no state to the Democrats. 


The Democratic planners, fearful of the 
southern rebellion, counted on Kennedy’s 
running mate, Senate Majority Leader 
Lyndon B. Johnson of Texas, to bring the 
former Confederate and border states back 
under party discipline. At the start, John- 
son had little success, but lately the pat- 
tern has changed. Johnson, with his “‘LBJ 
Victory Special” has whistle-stopped this 
week through the South, conferring with 
big and little local politicians. Reports to 
Washington are to the effect that he~has 
shown the same skill in campaigning that 
brought about give-and-take legislation in 
the Senate. He and former President Tru- 
man have talked about the religious issue 
that was supposed to have lost several 
southern states for Gov. Alfred E. Smith, 
a Roman Catholic, in 1928. 


The early comparison of this campaign 


With that of 1928 appears to have lost its 


force, although Kennedy’s membership 
in the Catholic church is one of the rea- 
sons. for the present uncertainty about 
the election: Likewise, the adverse talk 
about his age, 43 to Nixon’s 47, and his 
experience in government, has been 
greatly diminished by his television ap- 
pearances and transcontinental campaign- 
ing. Another declining factor from the 
Kennedy viewpoint is the plight of the 
farmer. Both candidates have annougced 
complex programs to increase the farm 
income. Neither program has visibly 
affected the rural voters, This appears 
to be a Republican gain. 


Other issues have come to the forefront. 
Foreign affairs and the unemployment sit- 
uation are attracting more attention than 
was foreseen at the start of the campaign. 
Medical aid to the elderly and economic 
growth have become more prominent. 


Nixon wanted to make international re- 
lations a primary issue so he could exploit 
his participation in the highest policy coun- 
cils of the Eisenhower Administration. 


He jumped on the Matsu and Quemoy is- 
sue when Kennedy, in a television appear- 
ance, repeated his view that the two small 
islands off the shore of Communist China 
could not be defended and should have no 
part in the protection of Nationalist Chinese 
Formosa. He called Kennedy’s position ap- 
peasement, and some Democrats said he 
was reverting to the ‘old’ Nixon of his 
California campaigns against Representa- 


tives JerWy Voorhis and Helen Gahagan 
Douglas. 


Kennedy reported that Nixon spoke for 
“trigger-happy Republicans’’ who, would 
extend the treaty commitments to defend 
Formosa. The fight was on, and will prob- 
ably continue to election day, with both 
candidates leaving the high road they had 
promised after their nominations. 


The economic situation was not spotted 
until lately by either party as a vote-getting 
Or a vote-losing issue, yet it may deter- 
mine whether"®hio, Pennsylvania and New 
York go Democratic. Recently five new 
‘labor surplus areas” were added to the 
business picture, bringing the total to 42. 
The official description of such regions is 
places where 6 per cent of the workers 
are unemployed with the outlook ““‘nega- 
tive’ for improvement. 


Kennedy is attentive to the jobless 
groups, promising various proposals to pro- 
duce ‘“‘full employment.” Nixon has been 
on the defensive in these areas or has 
fallen back on his “basic” spéech. 


THE TWO CANDIDATES, prodded by 
the televised debates, are speaking more 
specifically on important questions. The 
Massachusetts Senator was ahead of his 
rival in this regard. In his television en- 
counter Thursday evening, Nixon promised 
two major speeches next week, one on 
nuclear and general disarmament, «the 
other in labor-management relations and 
the economically depressed areas. He has 
issued four ‘“‘position’” papers on Commu- 
nism, education, the scientific revolution 
and medical care, which received some 
newspaper publicity but caused hardly any 
political or editorial discussion. His head- 
quarters say there are no more in the 
works, 

The television exchanges, particularly 
the one 'this week, indicated that the two 
candidates will be more aggressive in 
their personal criticism of each other. 
After the first debate, conservative Repub- 
licans complained that Nixon was follow- 
ing the unsuccessful tactics of Gov. Thomas 
E. Dewey in his ill-fated 1948 campaign. 
Nixon stepped up his attack in the second 
encounter. and this week he was grim and 
bristling in his arguments and rebuttals. 


NIXON HAS SAID he must have all the 
Republicans, half pf the independents and 
a fifth of the Democrats to win. He 
has fashioned his basic speech along this 
line, asking the voters to disrégard panty 
labels and to choose thé man they think 
best qualified to fill the presidency. ‘ 


Kennedy appeals directly to Democratic : 


voters and lambasts the Republicans. He 
pays no special attention to the independ- 
ent voters. He is careful, however, on one 
point. In comparing—or contrasting—the. 
Republican Presidents of this century with. 
the Democratic’ he omits the name of Mr.

Art and Rejects 


George McCue’s recent discus- 
sion of abstract expressionism and 
related movements in painting 
brings up certain points which seem 
worth answering. 

Mr. McCue lists some complaints 
about contemporary painting and 
concedes that they “‘are true—in 
the instances to which they spe- 
cifically apply.” One among those 
listed is that “critics and museum 
directors don’t want to take a 
chance of being ‘caught out.’ ”’ 

The implication (unstated) is 
that critics and directors would be 
more compromised by giving the 
nod to representational art which re 
quires objective standards of judg- 
ment, than to certain forms of ab- 
straction where, judgment can be 
pleasantly fuzzy. Brutally put, ab 
straction is the easy way out. This, 
needless to say, is an interlinea. 
reading—a patchwork constructed 
partly from what Mr. McCue says 
and partly from what he quotes. 

Mr. McCue’s stand seems to b. 
in fairly firm opposition to the 
complaints he cites. He asks, first, 
whether the spectator may not be 
put off by trivial comment about 
the paintings rather than by the 
paintings themselves, and, second, 
whether the spectator would really 
be satisfied if artists went back to 
“a common set of canons,”’ such as 
those of the French Academy ;in 
the nineteenth century. 

I wonder why the French Acade- 
my is invariably drawn into discus- 
sions of this sort? The Academy's 
are surely not the only canons 
known to art, or even the most re- 
cent. Cubism,. a highly counter- 
academic movement, had devel- 
oped some fairly stringent canons 
of its own whose theme was a re- 
turn to the (canonic) laws of the 
picture-plane. 

It seems to me not only possible 
but probable that a good many 
painters follow the present trend 
without conviction and in a strictly 
opportunistic spirit, for to dé other- 
wise right now would be equivalent 
to professional suicide. To survive 
and be known, the artist must de- 
pend upon dealers, critics, museum 
directors. The latter’s present 
claim to uphold the artist’s right to 
free self expression is, in effect, a 
covert and very powerful form of 
censorship from which there is lit- 
tle or no appeal. 

Perhaps it is time in all fairness 
for another Salon des Refuses.

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The Choice for President 


# The presidential election on Nov. 8 is one 
of the most important the people have faced 


in this century. Seldom has the nation con-' 


fronted such a challenge as that posed by the 
Soviet world today. The way in which we re- 
spond to the challenge may determine our 
national destiny and the future of the world. 

Independent voters in this election ' face 
a particularly grave responsibility. In all prob- 
ability, they will tip the balance on election 
day. We believe they have a special duty to 
choose, and to choose carefully. As the de- 
veloping campaign has shown, it is not true 
that there is no essential difference between 
the candidates. Contrasts in philosophical 
attitude, in the kind of advisers they rely on, 
in capacity for congressional leadership, have 
emerged. And so the independent voter 
must, as a high duty of citizenship, decide. 

The judgment should be made, we believe, 
on the basis of the candidates’ experience, 
their records in office, their campaigns, the 
resources they could bring to the Govern- 
ment, their ability to unify the nation, their 
approach to domestic issues, and above all 
their attitudes toward the overriding prob- 
lems of peace and improving America’s 
position in the world. 


The Question of Experience 


Vice President Nixon unquestionably has 
the advantage in terms of experience in the 
Executive branch. Though he has not been a 
decision-maker in the Eisenhower Administra- 
tion, he has sat in its inner councils for eight 
years, presided at meetings of the Cabinet 
and National Security Council, givén advice 
on both domestic and foreign problems, acted 
as an envoy extraordinary abroad, and pro- 
vided political liaison with Congress. This 
training would of course be valuable to him 
in the White House. 

The question is whether Mr. Nixon’s ex- 
perience has given him the qualities 0: suc- 
cessful leadership, the power to fashion cre- 
ative ideas, the sound judgment and greatness 
of vision so essential to the leader of the free 
world. We see no evidence that it has. 

Mr. Nixon remains the man who in 1952 
waged a bitter campaign against the Korean 
war, who between elections acknowledged 
that our entry into that war had been right, 
who in 1954 advised sending American troops 
into war in Indochina, and who now, during 
another political campaign, is again attacking 
the Korean war as a “blunder’—and at the 
same time committing himself to risk war in 
defense of Quemoy and Matsu, two offshore 
Chinese islands which bear no relation to the 
free world’s vital interests. 

If these are the fruits of experience, they 
do not recommend Mr. Nixon for promotion 
to the White House. 

Mr. Nixon has made much of his “standing 
up” to Khrushchey during his trip to Moscow. 
But dealing with Khrushchev in the years 
ahead will not be a matter of shaking fingers 
and exchanging boasts. Our world position 
has not improved since the Vice President 
wrangled in the kitchen with Khrushchev; 
it has in fact declined. To reverse the direc- 
tion will require good judgment and a sober 
sense of responsibility. Mr. Nixon has not ex- 
hibited these characteristics in making the 
U-2 incident a major theme of his campaign. 

By associating himself. so closely with the 
Administration’s unwise handling of the U-2 
case, Mr. Nixon has in our opinion created 


obstacles to successful negotiation with the. 


Soviets in case he is elected. The Adminis 
tration’s use of aerial espionage can be justi- 
fied, but its effort to proclaim as public policy 
an acknowledged violation of international 
law has brought nothing but mischief. Mr. 
Nixon has made this policy his own. He 
argues that anything else would have been 
appeasement and “the road to surrender.” 
Thus he is making it difficult if not impossible 
for Khrushchev to sit down at the conference 
table with him. This is the mark of either 
bad judgment or the subordination of na- 
tional interest to campaign politics. 

Though Senator Kennedy’s experience has 
not been in the Executive branch, it is by no 
means negligible. He has been a close and 
thoughtful student of world affairs since he 
was-in college. He has had 14 years of active 
service in the House and Senate, has worked 
with distinction on the Senate Foreign Rela- 
tions Committee, has traveled all over the 
world. As the author of three unusual books. 
‘Why England Slept,” “Profiles in Courage,” 
and “The Strategy of Peace,” he gives evi- 
dence that he has soberly reflected on his 
experiences, and learned from them. 

His speech for Algerian freedom in 1957 
showed courage and perception. At a time 
when Mr. Nixon was advising war for Indo- 
china, Senator Kennedy was wisely warning 
against committing American forces to a 
losing struggle for a dying colonialism. In 
1955 he voted against authorizing the Presi- 
dent to extend our Formosa commitment— 
which in itself he heartily supports—to the 
offshore islands, and has held io that position 


in this campaign despite political risks. In our 


opinion he has taken the right stand on the 
U-2 incident even though he opened himself 
to damaging fhisrepresentation. 


The Record and the Campaign 


Mr. Nixon’s record on economic issues is 
that of a fairly orthodox, moderately conser 
vative Republican. He helped write the Taft 
Hartley labor law, has fought federal contro] 
of offshore oil and regulation of natural gas, 
opposed TVA and favored the private utili- 
ties. He opposed most housing and slum 
clearance programs, supported some expan 
sion of social security. He favors aid to 
school construction, opposes medical care to 
the elderly under the social security system 
His farm program essentially is an extension 
of the Benson program. | 

The opportunism and lack of scruple he 
showed in his early career, when he support 
ed McCarthy and waged campaigns of charac 
ter assassination and innuendoes of treason, 
might be overlooked if they were all in the 
past. But in the television debate Thursday 
night, Mr. Nixon resorted to the same kind of 
unforgivable demagoguery when he declared 
that in the last 50 years three Democratic 
presidents “have led us into war,” and no 
Republican president has done so. This is a 


partisan distortion of history calculated to in-’ 


flame the basest of political prejudices. 
Senator Kennedy showed a disappointing 
insensitivity to McCarthyism when the issue 
was at its height. But he never used McCar- 
thy methods in his own campaigns, and- he 
has since hecome a friend of civil liberties, 
as he proved in fighting the student loyalty 
oath. He has been a consistent. supporter of 


a 


cial security coverage, education, health, ur- 


ban redevelopment, aid to depressed areas. . 


‘From the time he voted against the Taft- 


Hartley law he has been usually on the union 


side of most labor questions. 

Qn farm policy he has been inconsistent, 
first supporting the Administration program 
but now offering higher income support 
coupled with.tight production controls. He 
has stood behind TVA and other public pow- 
er projects. He has been a vigorous, consis- 
tent supporter of lower tariffs, comprehen- 
sive foreign aid, and a strong defense. 

‘In some respects the candidates’ positions 
have tended to draw closer during the cam- 
paign, but the basic difference remains—the 
difference between a moderate-conservative 
Republican, and a moderate-progressive Dem- 
ocrat. We do not approve of Senator Ken- 
nedy’s entire labor record, but we do not be- 
lieve it means he would be under the dictation 
of union leaders, any more than Mr. Nixon’s 
pro-business record means he would be under 
the dictation of corporation managers. 

Basically the domestic issue between them 
is whether there should be a shift of resources 
from private consumption to social ends. Sen- 
ator Kennedy has courageously called for 
such a transfer. He proposes to proceed 
boldly and sweepingly to fill the gaps in the 
public sector of our national life—gaps in 
education, in welfare, in urban organization, 
in health, in social security. On his record we 
believe he is enough of a fiscal conservative 
to insist on carrying out this program without 
inflation, as he promises. But where Mr. 
Nixon proposes in effect that the program be 
tailored to the budget, Senator Kennedy asks 
first that our public needs be met, and then 
that the program be soundly financed. This 
is the way to face the Soviet challenge. 


Resources of Leadership 


In one respect we consider Senator Ken- 
nedy well ahead of Mr. Nixon. That is in the 
resources of leadership which he could com- 
mand, and the promise he offers of ending 
the perils of divided government. 

The caliber of the advisers Senator Ken- 
nedy has gathered around him is impressive 
enough to more than compensate for his 
youth and lack of executive experience. 
Whereas Mr. Nixon’s academic advisers ap- 
pear to be largely campaign appointments, 
Senator Kennedy long has made it a habit to 
consult men of wisdom and learning. He is 
not afraid of brains. When he seeks advice 
from such men as J. K. Galbraith and Archi- 
bald Cox of Harvard, W. W. Rostow and Paul 
Samuelson of M.LT., he is making policy for- 
mation accessible to the bold, imaginative, 
informed ideas of disinterested men. 

Our nation urgently needs ideas. To cap- 
ture the world initiative, we need to draw 
upon all our intellectual resources. Senator 
Kennedy would have access to the country’s 
best minds, and he would have available to 
him the talent and experience of such re- 
spected figures as Adlai Stevenson, Chester 
Bowles, George Kennan and Thomas K, Fin- 
letter. With such resources, Senator Ken- 
nedy could give the country a fresh, new, 
vigorous administration, responsive to ideas 
and able to inspire the nation’s best efforts. 


Nor is there any question that Senator Ken- 
nedy would have the better relations with 
Congress. The most that Mr. Nixon could 
‘hope for in the event of his election would be 
the support of a Republican House, and that 
is highly dubious. The Senate would be Dem- 
ocratic in any event; it would be led by old 
enemies of Mr. Nixon, and burdened with a 
heritage of mutual distrust. An extraordinary 
personage like President Eisenhower, in a 
period of national drift, can reduce the perils 
of divided government to a minimum. Mr. 
Nixon is not extraordinary. Particularly when 
we are entering a period that calls for the 
greatest unity, national will and fortitude, the 
nation needs the presidency and Congress 
under common leadership. 


This Nation Must Lead 


The one issue of supreme importance in 
this campaign is American: leadership for 
peace, and the strengthening of that leader- 
ship through strengthéning our world posi- 
tion. Both candidates, we are sure, would 
bring fresh energy to this cause. But Senator 
Kennedy offers the brighter hope of being 
able to evoke the burst of national spirit we 
shall require. 

Mr. Nixon has been telling the voters that 
America is the strongest nation, and he has 
been “showing too little concern for the de- 
terioration of American power relative to 
Russia’s. He has béen telling the voters that 
our standing in the world was never higher, 
that we need only continue the policies pur- 
sued by the Administration to maintain 
leadership of the free world. This is either 
a tragic misconception, or an irresponsible 
misstatement. If Mr. Nixon believes it, he 
lacks the understanding the next President 
must have. If he does not believe it, he is 
misleading the people in a way that would 
make it difficult, perhaps impossible, for him 
to reverse his direction if elected. 

Senator Kennedy has the courage to tell 
the people that all is not well; that greater 
effort will be required of them; that the way 
ahead will be hard. He has the intelligence to 
understand that what America has been do- 
ing during the past seven years is holding 
the line behind a foreign policy largely fash 
ioned in the previous decade; and he realizes 
that not only are the Eisenhower policies now 
inadequate,~ but also the Truman-Acheson 
containment policy which was their source. 

The time to stop drifting is here. We need 
to wipe out, once and for all, the possibility 
of military inferiority in the years ahead. We 
need to regain the initiative in diplomacy. 
We need to negotiate intensively and con- 
structively for the gradual amelioration of 
_East-West relations. We need to open a real 
offensive for disarmament—-not by words, 
but by planned and expertly informed strate- 
gy. We need to gain the confidence and 
friendship of the world’s new nations by 
aligning ourselves unequivocally on the side 
of their social revolutions. ss 

All this will require a definite break with 
the past, a great surge of new national pur- 
pose. This we believe Senator Kennedy 
could better evoke than Mr. Nixon. It will 
require enormous resources of brains and 
leadership, which Senator Kennedy could 
better command than Mr. Nixon: It will re- 
quire a united nation and a united Congress 
which Senator Kennedy could more effective- 
ly mobilize than Mr. Nixon. 


For these reasons we favor the election of 
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Adlai E. Stevenson on the Campaign

IT WAS BERNARD SHAW wt 
first called Max Beerbohm “The Incon 
parable Max"’ and the aptness of th 
sobriquet has been confirmed througho: 
the years by its continuous use. Ther 
is no other Max who bears so plainly t’ 
marks of singularity; there is no oth 
artist so hard to classify. 

Yet it is a somewhat misleading expr 
sion. It suggests a continuous eminenc 
a figure of such arresting quality that | 
cannot escape the world’s attention. | 
is the fault of our language—or of ii 
heedless users—that words precise | 
meaning should become a mere genera’ 
ized form of praise and when applied | 
Max Beerbohm should obscure the natui 
of his uniqueness.

MR. BEHRMAN became an addic 
in his early youth when he first read 
“Zuleika Dobson.”” Many years later, 
when on a train journey in Italy, he 
passed the railway station at Rapallo and 
tried to imagine what would have hap- 
pened if he had got off the train and 
presented himself at Max's villa. He 
found out. By rare good fortune he re- 
ceived an invitation from Beerbohm— 
Max had read one of Behrman’'s books 
and liked it—so the fancied visit became 
a reality with several others to follow. 


From the many conversations that took 
place in the course of Behrman’s visits 
he has made a book—‘‘Portrait of Max’’ 
—which memorializes the man rather than 
the public figure but serves as a bridge 
between the two. 

Max Beerbohm died in 1956. At the 
time of his conversations: with Behrman 
he was a widower who had passed his 
eightieth year, frail enough to require 
the help of a young woman who was 
devoted to him and alert enough to recall 
and embellish the many events of a long 
life and the many interesting people asso- 

ciated with them mostly in England.

THIS LITTLE WORK of fiction—

of its class as Andrzejewski’s ‘‘The In- 
quisitors’’ or Rex Warner's recent ‘‘Im- 
perial Caesar,’’ the present offering yet 
contains several excellences of its own. 
“My Crown, My Love’ represents the 
fictionalized memoirs of Queen Christina 
of Sweden, who became a convert to 
Catholicism, renounced her _ northern 
throne, and took up residence in the 
Rome of the later seventeenth century. 
The novel—or Christina’s recollection— 
begins on the morning following her gala 
arrival in the Eternal City, then at the 
pinnacle of its Baroque glory and ex- 
travagance; and the remainder of its 
pages are devoted to an account, weighted 
(or burdened) with historical detail, of 
this striking woman's equally striking 
cereer. The final sentences are presum- 
ably set down during the April of 1689, 
when she was an old woman and on her 
deathbed. 

Christina’s many years at Rome were 
absorbed with two supreme searches that 
provide this book with its title: the 
searches for a new throne and for love. 
With the former she met disappointment, 
despite vast and tangled intrigues, whose 
recitation does not always avoid becom- 
ing tedious; but she compensated for this 
failure by channeling her political energies 


into Papal affairs and by championing 


the great architect Bernini. The latter 
quest found for her the love, enduring 
until their deaths within two months of 


each other, of Decio, Cardinal Azzolino. 


IT 18S A SPLENDID, complex ‘and 
troubled figure that gazes from ‘‘My 
Crown, My Love,” a woman brilliant 
and often unhappy yet possessed of a will 
and an integrity that were hard as 
diamond.

Thus as the main character we have

A Texan Heritage - 
Mr. Goyen’s Fluid § Style 


THE FACES OF BLOOD KINDRED, by William Goven. (Ran-

THE TITLE OF THIS BOOK, taken from one of the 
10 stories, is aptly chosen. While not all of the tales are 
concerned with kinship and personal history, the best are, and 
each repeats in a different key the theme of heritage, of indi- 
vidual memory and the collective remembrance of ancestry. 

The stories, for the most part, are set in Texas, Mr. Goyen’s 
boyhood home, and while they could hardly be called local 
color pieces, they do evoke a picture of the Southwest that is 
brutally stark, but touched here and there as if by accident 
with a poignant beauty. Mr. Goyen’s descriptive technique is 
most remarkable for its restraint. He rarely describes a scene 
with more than a sentence or two, choosing rather to create 
an effect with a clump of moss rose growing beside a well, an 
armadillo crawling through the weeds of a cemetery. 

Such technique is not new, but it seems particularly appro- 
priate to Mr. Goyen’s method which subordinates landscape 
to people, both in theme and structure, making the locale seem 
less an active ingredient in the tales, than an impressionistic 
backdrop for the agony and joy, the tragedy and grandeur 
of man. 


THE BEST STORY, by far, is ‘‘Old Wildwood,”’ a haunting 
narrative in which a young man living in Rome receives news 
of his grandfather’s death in Texas and, sitting on ‘stone steps, 
recalls an incident from his childhood in which he first came 
to know the old man and to understand himself. The grandfather 
with his white hair, his crooked foot, and his quiet longing to 
find again the kinfolk left in Mississippi, is a truly splendid 
character. His. long monologue to the grandson in a fishing 
shack on the Gulf in which he tells of his youth and family 
reveals Mr: Goyen's remarkable ear for the cadenced voices 
of the elderly in speaking of the past. 

Although its theme is.similar, the title story is less successful. 
The narrative is ostensibly about a cousin James, a ‘‘wild 
country bdoy’’ who gives all his money for an illegal fighting 
cock which he accidentally kills with a stone while trying to 
scare the bird out of a tree. 


THE RITUAL CELEBRATION of kinship sets the 
mood for another story, ‘The Armadillo Basket,”’ a quiet, 
slender tale of an annual pilgrimage to the family burial plot. 

Mr. Goyen has a fluid, rhythmic style which often reflects the 
unbroken movement of memory itself. This is not stream-of- 
consciousness writing in the strict sense, but neither is it simple 
narration. In fact, many of the shorter pieces such as ‘‘The 
Horse and the Day Moth’ and ‘A People of Grass’’ seem 
more like lyrical essays than short stories. His dialogue is 
curiously stylized, and in the stories dealing with memory, 
highly effective.

Two Books on 1939-45 Conflict

HERE IS THE WAR, indeed, in two full-bodied books 
that complement each other. Each provides what the other 
does not, and both are worthwhile additions to the modern 
war shelf. 

In genera] terms the first is beautifully subjective, pulsing 
with humanity, a thousand and more pictures in print of the 
human being at the act of making war, or being caught up 
in its web. The other is more pedestrian, concerned more 
with campaigns and theaters and generalship and logistics, 
‘marked with unmistakable footprints of the academician but 
still useful as a one-volume reference work. 

Just why the first shou!d be titled ‘“‘The Taste of Courage” is 
not clear, though the book certainly deals heavily with the 
quality of courage. All who are to enjoy its tremendous riches 
will have to be carried through that barrier on sheer curiosity. 
Once inside, the reader needs no pushing, because the product 
has a high content of pure gold. 


THESE FLASHES OF LIFE in crisis were collected 
by two Englishmen, and the book is being published also in 
England. The authors are primarily English-speaking, but 
translations from the German and Japanese are here as well. 

The editors have ranged far to find eyewitness accounts of 
the war in all its sides, but each piece has had to meet a high 
standard of literary, story-telling quality. 

The primary quality is that of the belle letters, but these 
readings also are valid as ‘‘military history” of another sort. 
Conventional military history is not peopled with living men, 
women and boys and girls the way this is. 


FOR EXAMPLE: The bombing of the Guards’ Chapel 
in London the Sunday morning of June 18, 1944, told by Elisabeth 
Sheppard-Jones. It was a lovely day, just 12 days after the Nor 
mandy nivasion, and the church was filled. ‘‘In the distance 
hummed faintly the engine of a flying bomb. ‘We praise thee, 
O God: we acknowledge Thee to be the Lord,’ we, the con- 
gregation, sang... . 

“The roar stopped abruptly as the engine cut out. 
Thee all Angels cry aloud: 
therein.’ 


“Then there was a noise so loud it was as if all the waters 
and the winds in the world had come together in mighty 
conflict, and the Guards’ Chapel collapsed upon us in a bellow 
of bricks and mortar.” 

Then there is the scene in the Long Bar of the Australia 
Hotel in Sydney, when two Aussies just back from New Guinea 
cannot get service because American soldiers are keeping the 
barmaids fully engaged with big tips. The Aussies blow up, 
but it turns out that the Americans also are back from New 
Guinea, and they all have a beer together. 


FINALLY, for example, there is the tale of the United States 
Air Corps colonel in the raid on Dieppe in August 1942. He 
was on a destroyer that was hit by a bomb, and his right foot 
was blown off. 

“Suddenly with a gesture of intense irritation he tore the 


shoe from his gocd left- foot and flung it after the other into 
the water. 


“*Take the goddam pair!’ 

‘The colonel turned then to the sailors. 

*“*New shoes,’ he said. ‘Bought them this week. First time 
on. What d’you know!’ He seemed unaware of pain.’’

THE SECOND BOOK is commendable chiefly for putting 
che entire war between two covers.

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Biggest American_Show of Corot 


\ = Art Institute Assembles a Notable Survey

THE LARGEST EXHIBITION 
of the work of Jean-Baptiste Camille 
Corot ever held in the United States has 
opened at the Art Institute of Chicago. 
The Show brings together 143 paintings, 
30 drawings and 65 prints from 26 mu- 
seums in the United States and 12 in 
Europe, and from 37 private collections 
on both continents. 

The fact that the exhibition will not 
travel from Chicago underscores an in- 


creasingly prevalent condition—the big 


traveling art show has become a rarity.

Had Corot been less talented, his work 
might gradually have sunk into the gray 
academic mass of painting done by the 
decrees of the official Salon. As it hap- 
pened, he painted in a way that both 
fulfilled the academic specifications and 
departed from them, He had no taste 
for wild scenery, nor for -the classical 
allusions so popular in his day. His land- 
scapes are|muted and serene, some of 
them brightly lighted and sharply fo- 
cused, others in a manner usually de- 
scribed®as ‘‘feathery,”’ which often echoed 
the tonalities of early photography, 


A Corot landscape is not the sun- 
dappled momentary aspect of a scene 
of the Impressionists, but a more linger- 
ing and softly luminous view. In a de- 
parture from a long-established precept 
of oil painting, which held that shadows 
should be done in transparent glazes con- 
taining no white, Corot mixed a little 
white even in his darkest tones. 

‘When you are left to yourself in front 
of nature,” he once said tw a friend, 
Alfred Robaut, ‘“‘you do as best you can, 
and naturally you find a way of your own. 


COROT’S INSTINCT was _ for 
subtle gradations of tone, with here and 
there a passage of heightened, but rarely 
brilliant, color. The general effect of 
his paintings is often rather silvery, and 
even when he admits an abundance of 
sunlight, it is pervasive and filtered rather 


‘than sharply directed. 


“The Beach, Etretat,”’ loaned by the 
City Art Museum, partakes of this softly 
modulated quality of light. It places 


three beached boats on the sand at the 


foot of the cliffs that show up in so many 
Impressionist paintings. There are scat- 
tered figures, and a piece of dock struc- 
ture is thrust boldly at the spectator in 
a lower corner. The St. Louis museum 
also loaned its ‘‘Girl With Mandolin’’ to 
the Chicago show. (A third Corot, ““Cows 
and Peasants at the Shore of the Lake,” 
in the feathery style, was recently pre- 
sented to the City Art Museum by Mr. 
and Mrs. John S. Ames of North Easton, 
Mass.) 

The ‘‘Girl With Mandolin” is a theme 
that recurs in Corot’s late work. This 
and numerous other figure pieces were 
done from models painted for his own 
pleasure, sometimes clad in exotic cos- 
tume, sometimes nude. The mandolin, 
or in some instances the book, held in 
the lap, is simply a studio prop and is 
not endowed with any genre quality. 
What keeps the Corot figures from being 
rather ordinary paintings is their master- 
ful control of light, their sensitiveness 
to tone values and color harmony, and 
the decisions made as to what detail to 
keep and: what to eliminate. 

THE CHICAGO SHOW includes 
several items that are surprisingly remote 
from any of the familiar conceptions of 
the Corot manner. Some of these are 
evidently explorations done in a time of 
transition, and some are ‘still open to 
question as to whether they were done 
by Corot at all. The 1838 “Silenus,”’ an 
exceptionally large canvas of about 97 
by 70 inches, has satyrs and nymphs 
painted like little cut-out characters, 
reveling in a forest glade with explicitly 
delineated leaves and blossoms, and a 
a ge glittery surface.

sionist in its turbulent sky and its trees 
pulled into undulant strokes. There are a 
number of theories about this painting; 
some scholars doubt that it is by Corot, 
others suggest that it is an unfinished 
painting. It is markedly different from 
anything else on view. 

Corot was magnificently indifferent to 
the problems of the art historian. He not 
only tolerated but actively aided his 
numerous imitators. Sometimes he touched 
up their work and even signed it to help 
a friend make a sale. Robaut, who 
catalogued Corot’s work, lists 12 major 
plagiarists, seven pupil-copyists and 45 
‘artists to whom Robaut lent studies by 
Corot so they could make copies. 

After Corot’s death, works in his studio 
not already signed were stamped ‘Vente 
Corot’’ for posthumous sale, and these 
included works by friends, pupils and 
imitators. The popularity of Corot land- 
scapes —and imitations—in the United 
States gave rise to a famous quip, that 
of 2000 works by Corot, 3000 were in 
America. Long and systematic work by 
scholars with X-ray and infra-red ray 
equipment is narrowing the field. 


Revolution in Grammar Teaching 


Trend Toward Usage, Rather Than Tradition, as Proper Criterion

RECENTLY THE PUBLIC has 
been getting hiats here and there of a 
controversy that has long been brewing 


. in the little world of grammarians and 


' Janguage teachers. 


To the average per- 
son, who is probably conscious of observ- 
ing three or four grammatical taboos 
but is generally indifferent to the subject 
of grammar, the controversy may be of 
less than consuming interest. But there 
are a few people so passionately con- 
cerned with grammar that they bear the 
earmarks of a cult. It is these quasi- 
cultists who are having at one another. 


The cult is split into two adamant 
factions. On one side are those who have 
accepted the findings of linguistic science 
—who believe, in short, that grammar 
is a description of the language as it is, 
warts and all. On the other are those 
who believe that grammar, or at least 
English grammar, is a prescription. for 
grammar as it should be. At stake in 
the tug of war are the minds of the 
classroom teachers and, indirectly, the 
minds of their pupils. 


The linguists, who started it all by 
uncovering some general truths about 
the nature of language, are staying aloof 
from the battle. Psa examinations of 
the world’s three thousand or so languages 
—from ancient Sanskrit to modern Bantu 
—have led them to the dispassionate con- 
clusion that languages always develop in 
their own arbitrary—if sometimes pre- 
dictable—way, without regard for the 
methods of grammar teachers and with- 
out respect for tradition, or even for

' grammarians — known to 


Believing that pedagogical endeavors 
have about as much effect on the course 
of language as they do on the course of 
the stars, the linguist is as unconcerned 
with the survival of traditional grammati- 
cal theories as the astronomer is .with 
the survival of horoscope-casting. Both 
survivals, in the scientific view. are no 
more than rather diverting proof of the 
stay.ag-power of myths. ¢ . 


THAT LINGUISTIC SCIENCE 


is, at last, having some effect on the . 


‘grammar that is taught in the schoolroom 
is, therefore, due more to the indoctri- 
nation some grammarians undergo in 
advanced language courses than to any 
attempt by linguisticians to broaden their 
own scope, By using linguistic techniques 
to analyze modern English, these gram- 
marians have discovered that traditional 
English grammar does not present an 
accurate description of the language ad 
speak 

The spreading influence of these new 
insiders as 
“structuralists” — is currently creating a 


great deal of interest and no little alarm 
among the high school and college Eng- 
lish teachers in this country. The teach- 
ers are finding that it is not enough that 
they grasp the principles of linguistics 
and admit that these are valid in an 
analysis of some previously uncodified 
grammar like Kwakiutl or Tagalog. Now 
they are having ‘structural’ textbooks 
thrust upon them and are being urged 
to teach a scientific English grammar. 
There are at least six  structural- 
grammar textbooks now on the market 
for the use of college students and one 
designed for high school use. And no 


- author of any modern grammar or hand- 


book dares to ignore structuralist theories 
completely. 


ALL THE STRUCTURAL, or 
descriptivist, writers on grammar owe 
something to the pioneering of Dr. Charles 
Carpenter Fries, an intrepid English pro- 
fessor at the University of Michigan. 
Professor Fries, tossing out all precon- 
ceived notions about the grammar of 
English, minutely dissected large batches 
of the language in actual use and cae 
up with some iconoclastic conclusions. 
Discarding tradition even to the shocking 
extreme of dispensing with the accepted 
names for the parts of speech, Professor 
Fries divided English words into five 
new classes, using their distribution in 
sentences to establish categories. Words 
that could be substituted for “‘apple,’’ for 
instance, in “The apple is good,” were 
Class I words. Then he identified Class 
II, III and IV words and a miscellaneous 
clutch called ‘“‘function words.” 


None of the new textbooks have dared 
to be so drastic. Nouns, verbs, adjectives 
and adverbs remain roughly what they 
always were, though they are differently 
defined. A noun, for instance, is not 
“the name of something,” which is not 
much more explicit anyway than saying, 
“A noun is a noun.” Instead nouns may 
be “words that have singuiars, plurals 
and genitive cases,"’ or ‘‘words that 
take determiners, such as a, an, the, 
some and no,"’ or “words that can be 
either the subject or the complement of 
verbs."". A word like “chaos,”’ that has 
no singular or plural and no genitive 
case, and is therefore not a noun, is 
called a “nominal.” There are also 


‘‘verbals,” “adjectivals” and “adverb- 


In their analyses of the structure of 
English the new grammars are also tak- 


ing into account several features of the 


language that are not reproduced in print, 
These include “stress,” ‘‘pitch’” and 
“juncture,” the characteristics of the 
language that, like the rest of its essen- 
tial grammar, are learned without analy- 
sis by its native speakers but must be

more or less consciously mastered by 
others. 


LIKE THE OLD GRAMMARS, 
the new grammars contain sections on 
current usage, and it is these -sections 
that are creating the greatest indignation 
among the cultists on the right. While 
they are willing to admit, that ‘“‘correct’’ 
Eskimo is the Eskimo that living Eskimos 
use and understand, they have an under- 
lying distrust of the ability of living 
Americans to mold their own language. 
They believe that grammar books should 
tell you not what IS used but what should 
be used, and it is on this point that they 
disagree most violently with their struc- 
tural brethren. 

The structuralists go by the evidence, 
and if the evidence shows that the~so- 
called rule governing the use of ‘‘shall’’ 
and ‘‘will’’ is without foundation (as it 
happens to do) they toss out the rule. 
If they find that ‘‘doesn’t” and ‘‘don’t’’ 
are both used with a singular subject, but 
by different kinds of people, they say so, 
but do not label one ‘right’ and one 


“wrong.” To cover cases of this sort 
they use labels indicating ‘‘levels of 
usage,”’ a practice that the authoritarians 


find particularly infuriating. 

Teachers themselves are, in general, 
showing less resistance than the literary 
conservatives to the creeping influence 
of the new grammarians, Student writers 
are now not being required by all teach- 
ers to observe “‘rules’’ that professional 
writers flout with impunity. 

But one professional writer after an- 
other has been appearing in print recent- 
ly deploring such leniency on the part of 
teachers. In language that bears little 
resemblance to Shakespeare’s and even 
less to Chaucer's, they deplore the evo- 
lution that is now taking place, certain 
that any further change is ‘‘decay.” 


IN THE CLASSROOMS of the 
country, however, the linguistic view— 
that usage is the only criterion of cor- 
rectness—is the structuralist tenet that 
is being most readily understood and 
acted upon. 

The broader jump from regarding the 
subject of grammar as a ‘“‘how-to-do-it”’ 
study to regarding it as 7! purely objec- 
tive science is harder to make. The dif- 
ference is similar to the difference be- 
tween calisthenics and biology—the latter 
being directed not at self-improvement 
but at self-understanding. Philosophically, 
the difference is enormous and as the 
culturists come to understand it they are 
gradually switching sides. Philosophically, 
the pragmatists belong with the calis- 
thenicists and the language traditionalists, 
and the idealists belong with the biolo- 
gists and the structuralists, though that 
is not their present alignment,

Edouard Van Remoortel, who returned to St. Louis 
from Europe last week for his third season as the permanent 
conductor and musical director of the Orchestra, will conduct.

It will be the only symphony concert of the weekend, because 
another organization will be using the Opera House Sunday, 
the day with which the Saturday programs are paired. The 
coming concgft willbe repeated instead on Dec, 4. 

Rochbéfg, who lives in Philadelphia, will attend the concert, 
and afterwards he and Van Remoortel will greet the members 
of the audience at a party on the main floor lobby. Champagne 
and other drinks will be sold. 

The other concert offerings will be Beethoven's Symphony 
No.7 in A Major, Op. 92, the overture to Glinka’s opera ‘‘Russlan 
and Ludmila,”’ and excerpts from Rimsky-Korsakoff’s ‘‘Le Coq 
d'or.’’ Rochberg’s composition is titled ‘‘Time-Span.”’ 


ROCHBERG WAS COMMISSIONED for this work 
by the Junior Division of the Women’s Association of the St. 
Louis Symphony Society last spring, and he composed ‘‘Time- 
Span”’ between March 5 and April 25. It is based on the 
12-tone system. Rochberg says that the ‘‘essential flow of 
the music arches over the total clock-time of the work, about 
10 minutes in one continuous movement, without ever achieving 
a climax in the romantic or expressionistic sense.’’ 
Rochberg is 42 years old. He is director of publications for 
the Theodore Presser Music Publishing Co., and formerly 
belonged to the faculty of the Curtis Institute of Music. 


HIS PREVIOUS COMPOSITIONS include six orches- 
tral works (of which two are symphonies), chamber music, 
piano and choral pieces. One of his orchestral works, ‘‘Night 
Music,” received. the George Gershwin Memorial Award in 
1952 and was given its first performance by the New York 
Philharmonic, under Dimitri Mitropoulos, the following year.

THE FULL SCORE of Ravel's 
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Classical Records. 


By THOMAS B. SHERMAN 


“Daphnis and Chloe” has 
been recorded by the Boston Symphony Orchestra with the New 
England Conservatory and Alumni Chorus. Charles Munch is 
the conductor and’he has elicited a bright, active and richly 
colored performance. As this is a ballet score there are one 
or two places where the orchestra alone seems rather static. 
In general, though, the work is autonomous and needs no more 
than the barest suggestion of a program in order to reach a 
maximum effectiveness with the listener. That is to say that 
the listener who understands it as a pagan idyll will know 
quite enough. No tone poem in the literature is more adven- 
turous and imaginative in its instrumentation. The chorus also 
enhances the excitement of the orchestral complex. The repro- 
duction is on a par with the best of present day recordings. 
The Orchestral Suite No. 2 is a familiar concert number. The 
full work is rarely played, (RCA-Victor, Stereophonic, one 
record.) 
PART TWO of “Shakespeare’s Ages of Man” offers Sir John 
Gielgud in a set of excerpts from the plays and the sonnets. 
It is evident that Sir John has pondered the emotional and 
rational significance of every phrase. Sometimes the accentua- 


‘tion of a particular word is surprising; the voice goes down 


instead of up or vice versa, But he always creates a special 
mood for each excerpt. The passage from Richard the Second 
where the King begs leave to talk of “graves and worms and 
epitaphs’’ is permeated with an ironical despair. Gielgud’s 
treatment of the familiar ‘Friends, Romans and Countrymen” 
cold be taken as a model by paliticians called upon to address 
an audience of uncertain temper. His recitation of excerpts 
from the sonnets seems based on the assumption that they have 
already been studied by the listener, and hence can be spoken 
rapidly with emphasis on sound and rhythm. (Columbia, Stereo- 
phonic, one record.) 

WOLFGANG SAWALLISCH conducts the Vienna Sym- 
phony Orchestra in Mendelssohn's Italian Symphony and 
Brahms’s Variations on a Theme by Haydn. In both he takes 
charge with authority and the results are totally satisfying 
and artistically impeccable. The two fast movements in the 
Mendelssohn symphony are played at top speed but as all the 
notes are sounded they never sound hurried. What is lost in 
grace and ease is replaced by a heightened éxuberance. In 
the Brahms work Sawallisch develops each variation into 
rounded whole and proceeds from the culminating passacaglia 
into a stirring triumphant close. 

Sawallisch exacts an excellent sound from the orchestra but 
when wooed and brass choirs are exposed their inferior quality 
cannot be concealed. (Epic, Stereophonic, one record.) 
‘**FALL RIVER LEGEND’? by Morton Gould is a 
ballet, suite that definitely needs the stage action in order to 
have any effective significance. The ballet by Agnes DeMille 
deals with a difficult subject: Lizzie Borden, the Fall River 
spinster who was acquitted by a jury of murdering her parents 
but was held guilty by public opinion and posterity. The story 
is an imaginative construction of her bitter domestic life and 
her day dreams. 
by the Eastman-Rochester Orchestra under Howard Hanson, 
its reflective and active scenes are commonplace. The reverse 
side is devoted to Morton Gould's ‘‘Spirituals.”” (Mercury, Mon- 
aurai, one record.) s 
VOLUME TWO in a complete set of Mozart's symphonies 
conducted by Erich Leinsdorf contains the symphonies No. 6 to 
No, 9 inclusive. Leinsdorf conducts the Philharmonic Symphony 
Orchestra of London and gets a clean, strongly formulated 
and light-footed performance of each work. These symphonies 
are immature for Mozart; they do not have the breadth or 
power or imaginative reach of later symphonies, though they 
are graciously melodic and well made, (Westminster, Mon- 
aural, one record.) 

E. POWER BIGGS, the American organist, has recorded 

“A Book of Noels’”’ by Louis Claude Daquin, a French composer 
who knew how to make an inventive use of the organ. The 
Noels or French carols are elaborations of popular French 
tunes which celebrate the serious and festive aspect of the 
Christmas season. According to notes furnished by Mr. Biggs 
the composer indicated on the score the exact registrations 
that he wanted. They run through a wide range of timbre 
and texture which are incisively reproduced in performance 
on the organ of the Busch-Resinger Museum at Harvard. The 
clean melodic lines, free from any mushy resonance, constitute 
a notable feature of these performances. (Columbia, Stereo- 
phonic, one record.)

whe it was United States 

icy to defend Quemoy and 
mon Secretary of State Dulles 
said fe Unies States “‘has no 
commitments and no purpose” 
to defend the tslands ‘‘as such.” 


The accepted interpretation be- 
come the one that Mr. Eisen- 
hower was authorized to defend 
Quemoy and Matsu if such de- 
fense were deemed vital to the 
defense of Formosa and the 
Pescadores, and that the matter 
was left in doubt to keep the 
Chinese Communists guessing. 
Only Formosa and the Pesca- 
dores were mentioned by name 
in the resolution. 


The Nationalists had been 
pressing Washington for days for 
a public commitment guarantee- 
ing the security of Quemoy and 
Matsu. This demand was turned 
down. The United States re- 
peated that it would help defend 
“such related positions and ter- 
ritories” as were deemed esen- 
tial to defending Formosa. A 
few days after passage of the 
Formosa resolution, Mr. Eisen- 
hower ordered the Seventh Fleet 
to help the Nationalists evacuate 
the Tachens; the evacuation was 
said to have been requested by 
Chiang. On Jan. 18, 1955, Mr. 
Dulles said the Tachens were 
not regarded as essential to the 
defense of Formosa and the 
Pescadores. 

Nixon, by including Quemoy 
and Matsu in his self-defined 
“area of freedom,” would re- 
move the islands from the

This would remove a 
major source of friction in the 
Formosa Strait and would pos- 
sibly lead to some sort of peace- 
ful solution to the problem. Ken- 
nedy would in no way vitiate the 
commitment to defend Formosa 
and the Pescadores.

ACHESON EXPLAINED later 
that the line had been drawn by 
the military authorities, not by 
him, and that it consisted of the 
defensive perimeter which the 
United States would defend with 
its own troops, “alone if neces- 
sary.” It was the United Nations 
that took action in Korea; Ache- 
gon warned the Communists of 
this in the 1950 speech. Acheson’s 
remarks were subject to the in- 
terpretation, however, that the 
Communists were encouraged to 
question United States intentions. 

If this speech raised doubts, 
however, it would seem that they 
were similar to the doubts raised 
by purposeful United States 
equivocation on Quemoy-Matsu. 
Both the Nixon and Kennedy pro- 
posals, though they move in op- 
posite directions, would clarify 
United States intentions. Nixon 

says this country must defend 
Quemoy and Matsu; Kennedy 
says it must not. Each candidate 
has left himself some room for 
maneuver, but under either ap- 
proach the Chinese Communists 
would know better where they 
stand than they do today. 

Whether it is desirable to end 
the five-year-old Quemoy-Matsu 
policy of doubt represents a 
- major foreign policy decision. 
The present policy lacks the 
mark of permanence. Senator 
Kennedy’s plan is anti-Chiang; 
Nixon’s is pro-Chiang. Nixon's 
would harden our Formosa Strait 
position; Kennedy’s would break 
new ground. Some government 
officials have raised the question 
as to whether the matter should 
be a subject for partisan contro- 
versy in view of the uncertain 
reaction abroad. 

THE QUESTION of whether 
the offshore. islands are defen- 
sible also has been raised. Sena- 
tor Kennedy has cited a number 
of authorities as holding Quemoy 
and Matsu are indefensible.

Missourian in World Fishing Tourney 


Dr. D. B. Elrod, big-game hunter turned deep-sea fisherman, 
fs scheduled to depart today for Acapulco, Mexico, to compete in 
the world’s light tackle tournament. 


The Cape Girardeau (Mo.) 
physician is on one of the three 
four-man teams who will repre- 
sent the United States in the 
contest later this week. His 
teammates are Bernie Hoffman 
of Kansas City, Harry Santana 
of Miami and Theo Wells of Me- 
tropolis, Ill. 


This marks the third succes- 


will participate in the world fish- 
ing tournament with a United 
States entry. 


His conversion from big-game 
hunting to deep-sea fishing oc- 
curred four years ago. Finding 
the walking and climbing rigors 
of hunting too strenuous for a 
bad ankle, he decided to spend 
a few days in Acapulco. 


Dr. Elrod was invited on a 
fishing trip and amazed his com- 
panions by catching seven sail- 
fish in one day. Witnesses to 
his feat included the president 
of a national tackle firm and a 
member of the board that selects 
the United States fishing teams. 
The following year Dr. Elrod 
was asked to join the light tackle 
brigade. 


Teams representing this coun- 
try placed second in the last 
two years. In the 1958 tourna- 
ment, Dr. Elrod was credited 
with four sailfish. In last year’s 
contest, fewer than 50 fish were 
caught in the entire tournament. 

The physician explained that, 
in fishing for sailfish and marlin 
with light tackle, about 60 feet of 
flat line is let out behind the 
boat. If an outrigger is used, 
more line is needed. 


The bait, usually mullet, skips 
along the water’s surface. Ap- 
pearance of “sails” signals ap- 
proach of fish. At times, a 
sailfish may’'tollow the bait for 
10 to 15 minutes before hitting, 
or move from one bait to anoth- 
er before making a strike. 


Setting the Hook 


A sailfish uses its bill to kill 
or stun its prey before taking it. 
When the bait disappears, the 
fisherman throws the reel into 
free spooling and counts 10 to 
give the fish time to swallow the 
mullet. As the “sail” starts its 
second run, the hook is set. 

“It’s just like playing a black 
bass with live bait,’’ Dr. Elrod 
said. 

One of the delights of deep- 
sea fishing is to watch sailfish or 
marlin beat a “‘teaser’’ plug—a 
wood bait with no hooks, trailed 
behind the boat. Dr. Elrod once 
saw a big fish come within 25 


to 30 feet ofthe boat, pounding | - 


the ‘“‘teaser” with its bill in 
seeming frustration and exas- 
peration. 
Occasionally, a shark will 
make a pass at the teaser bait. 
Deep-seas fishing has thrills

Nat's Not Alone 


Joining Fleischer in com- 
plaining about the Olympic 
boxing officiating is John Burt 
of the Toronto Star. 

“Britain, which gave the 
world the Queensberry rules, 
felt sufficienly incensed to pro- 
test to the Amateur Interna- 
tional Boxing Association,” 
Burt wrote. 

‘“‘More bad feeling surrounds 
the Olympic boxing évents 
than any other branch of the 
games. The reason is obvious: 
on the track the competitor 
who breaks the tape first is the 
winner, as is the one who 
jumps highest or _ throws 
farthest, but in boxing a con- 
testant may consider he has 
fought the winning fight only 
to find the judges do not 
agree. 

“What in the opinion of one 
judge is a winning perform- 
ance may be the loser in the 
opinion of another.” 

That last statement suggests 
the root of all the trouble. 
A boxing decision is, after all, 
one man’s opinion. There are 
no hard and fast rules for 
judging a bout, nor can there 
be 


One judge likes a boxer, 
another a hitter. One penal- 
izes for minor infractions of 
the rules, another overlooks 
such faults. . 

This is true in amateur and 
professional boxing. 

There has always been a 
hue and cry about “rotten” 
decisions. Fans charge unfair- 
ness or crookedness, freely 
and often. | 
Nothing Is Done 

Harry Kessler, prominent 
referee, once suggested that 
a series of panel discussions 
be held in various parts of 
this country with a view to 
systematizing the scoring of 
boxing matches. He said he 
would be glad to serve in an 
advisory capacity. He believed 
other prominent referees would 
be glad to do the same thing. 

Such action might help. It 
won’t eliminate all of the dis- 
satisfaction. Nothing will. One 
of the reasons for the ques- 
tioning of decisions is that 
fans have wagered their 
money on bouts. When they 
lose they shout, ‘““‘We wuz rob- 
bed.” 

It would seem, however, 
that for the Olympic games 
some standards of. scoring 
could be set up and insisted up- 
on by the committee handling 
the boxing tournament. 

Fleischer’s reference to 
claquers in the crewd indi- 
cated that some officials, per- 
haps, were influenced by the 
rooting. This may be true. It 
is nothing new. Many man- 
agers of professional boxers 
in this country try to “holler” 
their men into decisions by 
yelling, or having somebody 
else yell, behind a judge’s 
back in the hopes of influ- 
encing his vote. Sometimes 
it appears they succeed.

The Experiment, now in its 
third decade, is a plan which 
enables young Americans, for 
a nominal sum, to live abroad 
in foreign families for a month 
with young people of their own 
age. With these young people, 
whom they call their brothers 
and sisters, the Americans 
work and travel. Some of the 
foreign young people come to 
this country to live under the 
auspices of the Experiment 
before they study in Ameri- 
can colleges and universities. 

Proceeds from next week’s 
benefits will be used to pro- 
vide a scholarship for a.de- 
serving American to join the 
Experiment and, it is hoped, 
to bring a group of 10 young 
people from abroad to live 
with St. Louis families. 


The purpose of the Experi- 
ment is to deepen international 
good will and understanding.

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How Democratic Nominee’s Father Carved Out Career, Made Fortune 
By Edward F. Woods

WASHINGTON, Oct: 15. 


JOSEPH PATRICK KENNEDY is a sort of a boot-strap 
Croesus who rose from $125-a-month bank examiner ‘to multi- 
millionaire, carved out a career as an aggressive business man 
and distinguished public servant and currently, at 72, is famed as 
the father of Senator John F. Kennedy, the Democratic presidential 


nominee. 

Romanticists who have por- 
trayed the patriarchal Kennedy 
as having figuratively fought his 
way out of the Irish peat bogs, 
whence his forebears came, to 
claw out a place for himself in 
the fraternity of American 
wealth, are wide of the mark. 


The facts are that the elder 
Kennedy was reared by a mod- 
erately well-to-do family with 
holdings in saloons, a coal com- 
pany, a wholesale liquor com- 
pany and a bank and, just as 
importantly in those days, an 
entrenched position in Demo- 
cratic politics in Boston. 

Joe Kennedy’s father, Pat 
Kennedy, son of an immigrant 
Irishman, gave him a good 
start. His mother set her sights 
high for the son educationally. 
Then, on his own, Joe Kennedy 
carried through. 


Whether it was the ‘‘No Irish 
Need Apply” message once pla- 
carded around Boston, the 
dream of a Kennedy dynasty in 
this country, or a fierce determi- 
nation to excel which inspired 
Kennedy’s rise is not easily de- 
termined, 

But it is clear from the record 
that while Joe Kennedy had op- 
portunities, he made more of 
them than most men in similar 
or more favorable circum- 
stances. 


Ironically, Joe Kennedy’s 
gathering in a fortune and his 
career in -public service have 
made him a controversial figure 
in 1960. Political opponents of 
his son have seized upon what 
they interpret as shortcomings 
in both. Their attacks on the 
son through the father at once 
sadden and anger the elder 
Kennedy. 


“I don’t give a damn what 
they print or say about me,” 
Kennedy told the Post-Dispatch 
this week. “But I don’t want 
Jack hurt,” 


Kennedy scoffs at specula- 
tion that his private fortune is 
between $200, 000,000 and $400,- 
000,000, which leaves plenty of 
room for good and bad guess- 
ers to move around in, and 
would, if true, place him in the 
class of financial elite with 
the DuPonts, Alfred P. Sloan, 
*Texas’s oil-soaked Sid Rich- 
ardson, and Howard Hughes. 
While he doesn’t answer any 

questions as to his own estimates 
of his worth, because he doesn’t 
think it is anybody’s business, 
Kennedy disposes of the guessers 
with the crisp comment: 


“They know less about what 
I’m worth than my youngest 
grandchild.” 


Kennedy has remained by 
choice in the background of Jack 
Kennedy’s sustained two-year 
drive in high level politics, which 
has brought the 43-year-old can- 
didate to within three weeks of 
victory or defeat in his battle 
for the presidency. Joe Kennedy 
is the only member of the popu- 
lous Kennedy clan not publicly 
involved in the greatest family 
political romp since the Roose- 
velts suited up in the cause of 
F.D.R. in 1932. 

One of the reasons is Ken- 
nedy’s private fortune which 
Jack’s Republican opponents 
have cited in their charges that 
the elder Kennedy “‘bought” the 
Democratic nomination for his 
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son and now is trying to “‘buy”’ 
his way into the White House. 


“It would be silly for any 
father to say he didn’t want his 
son to be President,”’ Kennedy 
said. ‘“‘But I must say this: I’ve 
given more campaign funds to 
candidates for mayor than I 
have to the campaign of this 
candidate for President. 


“[’ve been accused of a lot 
of things but I’ve never been 
accused of being stupid. I’ve 
known all along that they’ve 
been waiting for a chance to 
prove that I put a lot of mon- 
ey into Jack’s cause. They 
say I put between a million 
and seven million into the 
fight. They can’t prove it be- 
cause it didn’t happen.” 


A Post-Dispatch check of Ken- 
nedy’s campaign recordg pub- 
lished Aug. 7 indicated Ahat in 
the pre-convention period 1959- 
60, Joe Kennedy and his wife 
contributed a total of $24,000. 
According to reliable sources, 
the elder Kennedy’s contributions 
to his son’s, national campaign 
thus far are a modest gift to the 
New York Citizens-for-Kennedy 
committee and occasional pur- 
chases of tickets for fund-raising 
dinners. 


For about two years Joe Ken- 
nedy has shunned reporters and 
other prospective interviewers 
with the brusque comment that 
“This is Jack’s show and I’m 
staying out of it.” He watches 
his son’s television appearances 
and hears from him before and 
after a major speech or debate. 
Between these remote contacts, 
he satisfies himself with receiv- 
ing with understandable pater- 
nal pride the telephone calls 
from his own associates relaying 
complimentary appraisals of the 
candidate’s progress. 

Last week, however, he sat 
with this Post-Dispatch reporter 
in his modest suite of offices on 
the ninth floor of a New York 
City skyscraper at 230 Park av- 
enue, his base of operations 
when he is not in Boston, at his 
summer retreat at Hyannisport, 
Mass., or at his winter estate 
in Palm Beach, Fla. The inter- 
view was something of a review 
of his career about which thou- 
sands of words of myth and leg- 
end ‘have been written. 

The New York setting for the 
elder Kennedy’s operations does 
not conform to the popular con- 
ception of the lair of a financial 
tycoon. The door to his’ office 
bears only the number and his 
name. His private office is lit- 
tle more than an over-size cu- 
bicle. His desk is bare except 
for a pock-marked leather top. 
There is no purring stock ticker, 
that seismograph of the market 
place. 

His furniture otherwise con- 
sists of two ancient-red leather 
chairs and a sofa. The walls 
are unadorned except for pic- 
tures of him with King George 
VI, of England, when he was 
ambassador to the court of St. 
James’s, and with former Pres- 
ident Herbert Hoover, a me- 
mento of Kennedy’s seven-year 
term on the Hoover Commis- 
sion on government reorganiza- 
tion. Nearby, in another cubicle, 
is James M. Landis, former Har- 
vard professor and long-time 
associate of Kennedy in govern- 
ment and finance.

Personally, Joe Kennedy 
gives the impression of a man 
who can purr like a cat and 
spring like a tiger almost at 
the same instant. His gray- 
ing hair, tinged with red, tops 
a ruddy face. Horn-rimmed 
spectacles frame clear blue 
eyes, which can alternately 
flash in anger and brighten 
with pleasure. 


Joe Kennedy began making 
money while at Harvard, an un- 
likely place in which to find a 
Boston Irishman in those days 
but a school selected by his 
mother after he was graduated 
from Boston Latin school. He 
reputedly made $5000 operating 
a bus line and campus delivery 
system. He tried banking 
courses but his faculty advisers 
found his proficiency as first 
baseman on the varsity base- 
ball team more appealing than 
his skill in banking theory and 
urged him to change from bank- 
ing to music lest his baseball 
suffer. 


His fast start toward a bril- 
liant financial career came aft- 
er graduation from Harvard in 
1912 when, at the age of 25, he 
borrowed $45,000 from every 
tappable source, including his 
father, garnered enough proxy 
strength to prevent merger of 
the small Columbia Trust Co. 
in east Boston with a rival

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bank, and then became Colum- 
bia’s president. 

In 1914, Joe Kennedy married 
Miss Rose Fitzgerald, daughter 
of Boston’s famed Mayor John 
F. (Honey Fitz) Fitzgerald: The 
children started coming—first 
Joseph P. Jr., who was killed 
in action in World’War II try- 
ing to blast a German rocket 
installation from his Navy 
plane, then John F. As his fam- 
ily mounted to nine so did the 
Kennedy financial fortunes. 


In 1917 Joe Kennedy was 
elected, astonishingly, to the 
directorate of the Massachusetts 
Electric Co., from which all 
previous candidates-ef his Irish- 
Catholic background had been 
excluded. 


That same year brought him 
to the attention of Charles M. 
Schwab, president of Bethlehem 
Steel Corp. He left the Colum- 
bia bank and became assistant 
general manager of Bethlehem’s 
works at Quincy, Mass., a vast 
operation employing 22,000 men. 


It was at this point he came 
into contact with two men who 
were to figure prominently in 
his future. One was a young 
Assistant Secretary of the Navy 
named Franklin D. Roosevelt; 
the other, Galen Stone, a Bos- 
ton investment banker. Stone 
persuaded young Kennedy to 
take a job as head of the stock 
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Joseph was killed when he was a Na 


department in Stone’s Boston 
office. 

While with Stone, Kennedy 
learned the ins-and-outs of the 
jungle warfare then raging in an 
unrestrained Wall Street. It was 
likewise in this period that he 
scored his first triumph as a 
major force in a financial world 
which he later as a govern- 
ment official would call to ac- 
count for its practices. 


Involved in this coup was the 
stock of the Yellow Cab Co., 
which John Hertz, head of the 
corporation, had placed on the 
open market a month earlier 
without a prior arrangement to 
protect its price. Heavy selling 
by at least one brokerage house 
drove the stock from 85 to 50. 
Hertz, impressed by Joe Ken- 
nedy’s growing reputation, called 
him in, placed $5,000,000 at his 
disposal to stop the downward 
trend. 

As this operation is recalled, 
Joe Kennedy, though ailing, spent 
seven weeks buying and selling 
the stock by telephone at var- 
ious points in the country. His 
maneuvering confounded the 
Wall Street experts. The effect 
of Kennedy’s trading was to 
run the stock up to about 62 and 
drop it back until it finally 
firmed down at about 51. Hertz’s 
$5,000,000 still was intact. 

“I was merely protecting the 
stock for the original stock-

Joe Kennedy became a prac- 
ticed artisan in stock pools, a 
device which he later helped 
outlaw. In operation, Kennedy 
and other speculators would get:

der to run the price up. Once it 
was well on the upgrade, they 
would sell out*and take their 
profit. 

Stock pools, along with other 
questionable methods of juggling 
and manipulating stocks and 
their prices, were the accepted. 
way of doing business in Walf 
Street in the hectic ’20s. Joe 
Kennedy, a “loner,” learned to- 
beat the “‘wolves” at their own 
game,

At about the same time the 
fever of the Wall Street battle 
carried him into the shaky but 
challenging motion picture busi- 
ness. First he bought a chain 
of New England movie houses, 
some of which he still owns. 
He gained control of Film Book- 
ing Offices of America, a pro- 
ducing company, and mass-pro- 
duced silent cowboy films at 
the rate of one a week for 
about $30,000 each, at a time 
when the West Coast moguls 
were throwing as much as 


$300,000 into a single film. 


His power in the film colony 
increased to control over three 
companies, two of which he 
merged with Radio Corpora- 
tion of America. His services 
as an adviser were sought and 
obtained at the rate of $150,000 
a year by still another inde- 
pendent company. He made 
news by firing the famed direc. 
tor, Erich von Stroheim, be 
cause he couldn’t come up with 
a suitable ending for a movie 
starring Gloria Swanson. The 
movie ventures brought in more 
millions but still Joe Kennedy 


wasn’t satisfied. He went back 


to Wall Street. 

Storm clouds were massing 
over the giddy Wall Street op- 
eration by then. Joe Kennedy

In spite of this, 
there are, I regret to say, some self-styled “experts” 
and purveyors of pseudo-health fads who are pretty 
glib about telling healthy people that they “have a 
curvature,” when, in fact, there isn’t anything that 
needs to be done. There are plenty of mild curva- 
tures, just as there are slightly bowed legs, or bent 
noses, or mildly flat feet which aren’t going to do any 
.. harm and should be let alone. 
>» HOWEVER, when a curvature genuinely causes trouble, 
.then it’s another matter, In extreme cases, various treat- 
ents are used.

Absalom Grimes, Secessionist, 


Twice Sentenced to Death, but 


Managed to Escape in Civil War— 
Swallowed Evidence When Caught 
By Carl R. Baldwin

ABSALOM GRIMES was the old-fashioned type of American 
spy who suffered silently when enemy agents caught him. When 
captured he ate any secret dispatches he happened to be carry- 
ing, and neither cajolery nor torture could induce him to talk. The 
idea. of claiming he was a tool of his leaders never occurred to him. 


The death penalty twice was 
passed on Grimes by courts- 
martials. A warden at the Jef- 
ferson City Penitentiary had 
him beaten savagely because he 
refused to apologize for trying 
to get a message to friends on 
the outside. Grimes was defiant 
after 161 lashes. 

Ab, a Secessionist, was a hand- 
some, full-bearded young man 
with twinkling blue eyes, back 
in 1861. Some of the sparkle was 
gone by the end of the Civil War 
because he had been badly used. 
He was captured six times, es- 
caped from custody five times, 
and was hunted by a lynch mob 
even after he was out of the 


_ conflict. 


Spying was only a sideline. 
His real job was carrying mail 
for the Confederate Army, his 
voluntary contribution to the 
morale of Missourians fighting 
with the South. It was difficult 
work because he had to first 
gather the mail, then get it past 
Gen. Grant’s armv and fivrallv 
find the troops who were fight- 
ing a constantly shifting war in 
Mississippi. 

Grimes grew to manhood in 
St. Louis and spent his latter 
days at New London, Mo. Yet 
the state has all but forgotten 
him when its Civil War heroes 
are honored. Some committee

lajer was brought to St. Louis 

his parents. His father, Wil- 
liam Leander Grimes, was a 
river pilot. The fami 'ived near 
Sixth street and Lucas avenue, 
ed w the country, out 
around F th and Franklin. 

The boy tu the river 
after working several years as 
a messenger. for the old Morse 
Telegraph Co. By 1852 he had 
his pilot's license, and steered 
steamboats between St. Louis 
and St. Paul until the outbreak 
of fighting. 

Among ‘his close friends were 
Sam Bowen and Sam Clemens. 
Bowen became a steamboat 
owner after the war and Clem- 
ens, writing under the name 
Mark ‘Twain, developed into 
America’s greatest humorist. 

The,three went to the United 
States Inspector’s office here in 
1861 to obtain renewal of their 
licenses. Grimes, the first to 
apply, learned that he would be 
required to swear allegiance to 
the Federal Government. 

The oath was to be adminis- 
tered by a Government employe 
who was not long out of Ger- 
many. He spoke broken English. 
Suddenly Grimes was very proud 
of his American birth. He re- 
fused to receive the oath from 
a “‘foreigner’’ and walked out. 
Bowen and Clemens followed. 

A Federal commander §at- 
tempted to press the three pilots 
into service for a movement o° 
troops up the Missouri river to 
Boonville. ‘they siipped away, 
however, and joined the Missouri 
Confederate Militia then being 
organized in St. Clair county. 

Bowen fought through the war 
with the South. Clemens, getting 
his bellyful of war after brief 
service, headed west where he 
won his first recognition as a 
writer. Grimes was a fighting 
man only a short while. He dis- 
covered there were other ways 
to help the South. 

The war was a lark in the be- 
ginning. Grimes was a member 
of Company K, First Missouri 
Cavalry, after the Missouri Con- 
federate Militia became part of 
the Confederate Army. His com- 
mander was Col. Elijah Gates. 
Grimes was an infantryman after 
re took his horse away from 

im,

A few days later Grimes was 
recaptured in the Battle of Pea 
Ridge. He quickly displayed 
his unusual. talent for organi- 
zation by establishing an 
underground escape route. 
Sixty Rebs used it to get away. 
5 stayed behind because 

was more dangerous in 
Federal custody than as an ac- 
tive fighting soldier. 


Grimes’s group of prisoners 
was transferred to St. Louis. He 
spent a brief time in the old 
Myrtle street prison, which had 
been Lynch’s Pen, a place of 
detention for marketable slaves. 
He made his escape while being 
transferred by boat ito the Illi- 
nois Penitentiary at Alton, He 
posed as an oiler aboard the 
ferry and was overlooked when 
the prisoners were taken ashore. 
This was March 30, 1862. 


Missouri families with ‘‘se- 
cesh” sympathies were dis- 
tressed because they were not 
hearing from their sons fight- 
ing in the South. Grimes decided 
to become a mailman and open 
up communications between the 
troops and the folks back home. 


With the aid of some fine Mis- 
souri women he began collecting 
letters. Later, in dictating his 
memoirs which were rewritten 
and published in 1926, Grimes 
identified several of his helpers 
as Mrs. Marion Wall Vail, Mrs. 
Deborah Wilson, Mrs. Lizzie 
Ivers and Miss Lou Venable. 


The first trip was highly suc- 
cessful. He left St. Louis April 
6, 1862 and made his way by 
train, boat and horseback to 
Memphis, Tenn. He caught up 
with the troops near Rienzi, 
Miss. 

The second trip South was a 
failure. Grimes left St. Louis 
May 1, 1862 with the mail. De- 
livery probably would have been 
accomplished had he not decided 
to stop near Osceola, Ark., to 
spy on the Federal gunboat fleet. 
Grimes wanted something more 
than personal mail to deliver 
to his Confederate friends. 


United States Marines cap- 
tured him at a farmhouse near 
the river. A “friend” had given 
him away. Hauled before Ad- 
miral Foote, Grimes refused to 
translate the cipher in a note- 
book found in his possession. He 
was thrown into a cell in Cairo, 
Ill. The mail, which had been 
hidden in a bag in the river, 
never reached its destination. 


A springback knife, secreted 
in a lapel of nis coat, was used 
by Grimes to escape. After three 
weeks of bread and water he cut 
a hole in the pine flooring of the 
jail, which extended over the 
Mississippi river, ahd swam to 
Friends helped 
him elude Federal Troops. 


The North was cracking down 
on Southern sympathizers by 
now. Federal police were at- 
tempting to break up the under- 
ground mail service. Grimes be- 
gan expressing the letters in 
boxes to a Louisville wholesale 
drug house and using other 
subterfuges as well. 

Grimes and his women accom- 
plices often basted letters to 
their underclothing to get them 
through the lines. A woman 
could sew as many as 1000 let- 
ters to her many petticoats. 

Life was not dull. Grimes and 
a companion, Robert Louden, 
whose hobby was setting fire 
to Federal supply boats, took 
a trip to Indianapolis to throw 
Abe Lincoln’s police off their 
trail. While there they attended 
an “‘auction’’ at which well-to-do 
Northern draftees purchased re- 
placements. 


Louden, a member of the old 


Liberty Volunteer Fire Depart- 
ment, couldn't resist when one 
brave Northerner offered $800 to 
anyone who would take his place 
in the army. Grimes sold him- 
self for $875. They were paid in 
greenbacks and were assigned 
with other rookies to a nearby 
stockade, giving assumed names. 
Both deserted after one day in 
Northern uniforms and had them- 
selves a ball with the green- 
backs. 


Grimes discovered Federal po- 
lice were watching him on one 
trip to St. Louis. He had regi- 
stered under an assumed name 
at the Virginia Hotel at Main 
and Lucas. In an effort to throw 
off the man shadowing him he 
slipped a carpetbag with 3000 
letters aboard the ferry, but did 
not take the trip himself. 


On the return trip Grimes 
boarded the boat. Detectives 
seized him, however, and con- 
fiscated the letters. That was 
the time he swallowed 10 
pages of tissue paper bearing 
official Confederate Army in- 
telligence. Many of the letters 
were published in the St. Louis

newspapers and led to harass- 
ment of the writers. 


Grimes was confined to the 


Gratiot street prison, which had © 


been McDowell Medical College. 
The warden saw Grimes extri- 
cate himself from a pair of hand- 
cuffs one night (his hands had 
been fastened behind him) and 
next day ordered that a 32-pound 
cannonball be attached by a 
chain to his ankle. 

At his first court-martial, 
Sept. 10, 1862, Grimes appeared 
carrying the cannonball in his 
arms. He was tried at Gen. John 
B. Grey’s headquarters at Fourth 
and Washington. Ab pleaded 
guilty to a charge of carrying 
the mail but denied being a spy. 
Convicted on both counts, he was 
sentenced to be shot on the first 
Friday of December 1862. 

Extraordinary precautions 
were taken but Grimes was ‘hard 
to hold. A friend in the prison 
yard slipped him a crowbar and 
butcher knife. Ab. tried a: little 
psychology on the guards as- 
signed to watch his cell day and 
night. He would’ sit on hig cot 
and keep a chair rocking with 
his foot. It got so the guards 
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would check the chair instead of 
Grimes. 

In the next room were two 
women who had helped Grimes 
collect the mail. One of the 
women passed him a piece of 
thread and he tied one end to 
the rocking chair. They kept the 
chair going by pulling on the 
thread_while he set about his 
escape plans. — 

Grimes made do with what he 
had. Two nails were fashioned 
into a key that unlocked the 
handcuffs. A case knife was con- 
verted into a hacksaw that cut 
through the: chain holding the 
cannonball to his leg. The women 
made a lot.of noise, singing and 
praying, as Grimes began dig- 
ing beneath the cell. The chair 
kept rocking. — : 

The inventive prisoner begged 
needle, thread and a yellow 
envelope from his female con- 
spirators. He séwed his shirt 
cuffs and parts of the envelope 
together to make a Federal artil- 
lery: lieutenant’s epaulets. A red 
flannel shirt became a _ hand- 
some sash, 


Grimes emerged from his tun- 
nel one night with a companion 
also dressed in a fake uniform. 
They joined a group of soldiers 


who were changing guards, 

marching with them for some 
'. distance, “At about Eighth and

J. G. Chapman, disappeared in

The mail was collected and 
delivered again. Grimes got 
through the Federal lines and 


* back to: Memphis Oct. 20, 1862. 


There he learned his old friend, 


7 _ Louden, was being held: prisoner 
|*: at Columbus, Ky. Louden was 


charged with burning a steamer 


which had been carrying a Fed- 
eral Army payroll. 


Grimes went to Columbus. 
He got word to Louden who 
was in an outside third-floor 
cell of a converted 
tobacco warehouse. One night 
Grimes floated four small bal- 
loons up ‘té Louden’s window. 
They ‘carried with them a 
hacksaw and the end of a 
heavy rope. Louden quickly 
sawed through the bars and 
let himself dawn. With Grimes 
he returned to St. Louis. 


There was a price of $2000 on 


_ Grimes’s head. It was doubled 


after his next exploit, 
Accompanied by Miss Annie 

Perdue and several o wom- 

en aids, he rounded up the Mis- 


souri mail and got it to Mem-

phis. He stole a Federal ambu- 
lance, a team of horses and a 
uniform. The women, their 
skirts heavy with mail, climbed 
aboard. Grimes drove _ right 
through the Federal lines, ex- 
plaining to sentries that the 
young ladies had been “‘ban/ 
ished” from Mémphis ‘and were 
being deported. : ; 
The greatest adventure prob- 
ably was the time Grimes. and 
Louden smuggled the mail past 
Federal troops to, the beleagu- 
ered Confederate  Arniy . at 
Vicksburg; The bold «pair: float; 
ed a small boat through a maze 
of gunboats which had clamped 
a strict blockadé on: the river 
city. | : 
More than 2000 letters. were 
sealed: in. metal boxes, “which 
were soldered to the floor of 
the boat. The smell craft was 
floated in the Yazoo river, at 
Haines’s Bluff, not. far above 
the Mississippi. Boat and_ oars 
were. painted a light gray, to 
match the fog. kt was May. 
1863. 
The mouth of the Yazoo had 
been blocked with a raft of logs. 
but Grimes and Louden man- 
aged to get their boat through 


a narrow chanmel. After float- 


ing silently past several trans- 
ports, they went over the side, 
swamped the boat to within 
three inches of the ‘top and 
steered it toward the gunboats, 
The rudders were saucepans at- 
tached to poles. 


It was a long and torturous 
float, under the noses of Fed- 
eral sentries. The swimmers 
ducked beneath the surface 
when searchlights flashed in 
their. direction. They reached | 
the Vicksburg wharf, identified 
themselves to Rebel sentrie@ 
and distributed the mail. . ; 


Luck ran out on Grimes thé 
next time he visited St, Louis. 
He was recognized and taken 
into custody. A cannonball was 
attached to his ankle again and 
he was placed in a damp cellar 
of the Irving Block Prison on 
Jackson Square. His daily fare 
for two weeks was two stale 
crackers, a slab of rotten bacon 
and coffee concocted from beans 
and dried Cherokee rose leaves. 


The miserable prisoner was 
transferred to the Alton Peni- 
tentiary for a while. He was 
kept handcuffed in a ruined 
section of the prison and had 
to fight off hungry rats. Then 
he was returned to St. Louis 
and kept in a dungeon which 
had been prepared especially 
for him. 


It was a hole ee ao 
walk in the Myrtle street jail 
co . The hole was lined 
with boiler plate to discourage 
digging. It was a cold Decem- 

' ber and no heat was furnished. 


New Year’s Eve, 1863, was a 
day Grimes long remembered. 
He was chained all day to a post 
in the yard of the jail for at- 
tempting to aid a condemned 
man to escape. The tempera- 
ture was below zero most of the 
day. 

His trial came up March 31, 


"1864, and once again he was 


found guilty of spying. The court 
ordered him to be hanged July 8. 

Grimes never quit trying.. Two 
weeks before his scheduled exe- 
cution he and four other pris- 
oners attempted to fight their 
way out of jail. Only one made 
it. Grimes was shot in the leg 
and neck. A friendly doctor 
helped him to avoid hanging on 
July 8 bv slinning him some ine- 
cac powder the evening before. 
It ‘made him so ill the execution 
had to be postponed. 

Powerful friends came to 
Grimee’s aid at this point. Thev 
got to President Linco!n, who on 
Sevt. 28. 1864 ordered “Grimes 
paroled. The parcle was-to take 
effect Dec. 1, 1864. é( 


The paths of Grimes.and his 
friend, Bouden, crossed again 
that fall at Jefferson City Peni- 
tentiary where Grimés was to 
be held until the date of parole. 
Tae irrepressible Grimes slipped 
Louden a file. Louden later used 
the file to cut his h ffs and 
escane while being transferred. 
He fled to the friendlier. South. 


A prison trusty informed 
Warden P. T. Miller, however, 
when Grimes attempted to 
smuggle notes to two women 
prisoners. The incensed ward- 
en ordered 100 lashes for the 
unfortunate Grimes. His 
crutches were taken from him 
the was still recovering from 
‘his wounds). and he was 
dragged to the whipping. post. 

Warden Miller demanded an 
apology. after 100 .lashes. 
Grimes stubbornly refused to 
give it. The warden ordered 
100 more lashes but called it 
off after. 61. Grimes remained 
defiant. . 


‘Word got to Federal authori- 
ties about the ‘mistreatment .and 
President Lincoln directed that 
‘Grimes be released immediately. 
The order was not carried out 
until Dec. 10, 10 days after the 
Original parole date. 


The war was over for Grimes 


‘but old enemies were still out to 


get him. A group of Federal sol- 
diers, intent on a lynching, vis- 
ited a Warren county home 
shortly after Grimes had left it. 
The mob appeared on Christmas 
day 1864. Its members did not 
share. the spirit of the season, 
They were so chagrined at miss- 


_ing Grimes that they hanged 


another man. 


The following March he mare 
ried his sweetheart, Miss Lucy 
Glascock of New London, Ralls 
county, Mo. They honeymooned 
in New Orleans as riverboat 


guests of an old friend, Sam 


Bowen, and Grimes resumed his 
career as a pilot. Mrs. Grimes 
died in 1903 and Grimes in 1911, 
They are buried at New London.

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Junk Converted to Attractive Furnishings 


St. Louisans With Imagination Are Putting Mill Creek Valley Debris to Many Novel Uses

TRY TO SELL the average 
man a warehouse full of old 
telephone booths, or nine bar- 
rels of croquet balls, and he'll 
walk rapidly in the other airec- 
tion. 


But not Jim ‘Masescel. Jim 
would sit down and think for a 
while and then he would design 

nother night clib or restaurant. 
Peanlé would come from far 
and near and exclaim over the 
unusual decor. 


St. Louisans driving through 
Mill Creek Valley have séen the 
heavy, ornate, old-fashioned 
doors falling under the wrecking 
ball. Quaint, but of what use 
are they? 


A 24-year-old student of archi- 
tecture named Jimmy Miller 
took a long look at them, as well 
as at all the old shutters in the 
houses. He made a deal for 
them and today Jimmy might 
be called the shutter and old 
door king of St. Louis. The 
doors are turning up as hand- 
some coffee tables, as paneled 
walls in new night clubs and as 
room dividers. 


A few years ago old stained-~ 


glass windows were a drug on 
the market. No one wanted 
them, except Fred and Jay 
Landesman. When they built 
their combination night club and 
theater called the Crystal .Pal- 
ace, they used old stained glass 
windows to cover one complete 
wall. The wall not only became 
one of the distinctive features 
of the place (causing Comedian 
Lenny Bruce to describe it as 
looking like ‘‘a church . gone 
bad’) but the influence of 
stained glass is spreading, not 
only around Gaslight Square but 
beyond. Now architects are 
logking for old stained-glass 
windows. One generation’s junk 
is another’s decor. 

“That's one way to put it,” 
says Fred Landesman. “But we 
don’t consider any of the things 
we use as junk. They were 
fundamentally good design at 
one period, then they went out 
of style. We feel we give rise 
in modern design to the reuse 
of these things. 
things which even though no 
longer in fashion are still artis- 
tically. good and_ re-establish 
them in a modern setting for 
contemporary use.” 

For example, right now Fred 
is decorating a Viennese coffee 
shop in the building and the 
decor will be built largely around 
beaded lamp shades. There was 
a time when virtually every

tique shop,”” Maccucci explained. 
“I got the feel.” For years he 
scoured the Midwest searching 
out everything from old books to

light bulb in the nation was -&& ~ 


surrounded by a little skirt of 
colored glass beads. Then they 
went out like a teen-age fade. 

“T cornered the beaded lamp 
shade market,’’ Landesman said, 
“and stored them away. I’ve 
been collecting them for years. 
Anything that’s basically pretty 
can always be adapted to con- 
temporary use and once things 
come back, they nearly always 
stay.” 

The trick, ot course, is to be 
perceptive and imaginative 
enough to visualize a use for 
things. Just a year or so ago 
when Miller was an architecture 
student at Washington Univer- 
sity he went on a field trip. 
The class was sketching old 
houses in Mill Creek valley a 
little ahead of the wrecking 
crew. 

-“T gketched a lot of those 
massive, ornate doors,”’ he ex- 
plained, ‘‘and I thought, ‘some- 
one ought to save some of 
these.’’’ The more he thought 
about it the more he felt he 
was the person to do it, and 
he found himself negotiating 
with the Land Clearance Au- 
thority for doors and shutters. 


After buying the salvage 
rights, he hired some workers 
with a truck and started re- 
moving doors and shutters. 
Today he has hundreds of 
doors and some 6000 shutters. 
The shutters were no problem 
as far as disposal is con- 
cerned, because shutters are 
very fashionable right now, 
and people like old shutters, 
with the patina of age on them. 
But not the layers. of paint 
and varnish they had ac- 
cumulated through the years. 


Miller rented a warehouse at 
the rear of 4147 Laclede avenue 
and set up a shutter-stripping 
business. He has half a dozen

workmen. who soak the shutters 
in a caustic soda solution, which 
removes the paint and varnish 
in about three minutes. 


Miller sells them in their re- 
stored state. Most people, he 
explained, like to refinish them 
to their own taste. 


Miller has a retail shop on 
Gaslight Square called ‘‘Spot 
in the Square,’’ which serves 
asa sort of showroom for shut- 
ters, doors and as an art gal- 
lery for painters. 


In the shop are several exam- 
ples of handsome and distinctive 
coffee tables made from the 
doors, with legs made from or- 
nate stair rails. Other doors 
wind up as bars, room dividers 
and decorate panels in new sa- 
loons. 


A good example is found in 
Paul Mutrux’s new restaurant 
now under construction where 
one wall which reaches aimost 
25 feet high is made from doors 
removed from Mill Creek Val- 
ley. 


Mutrux is also using an- 
other of Miller’s acquisitions, 
the wrought iron railing which 
used to adorn the Grand 
boulevard viaduct. It was 
about to go for scrap when Mil- 
ler discovered it. He made 
a deal for it, hired a truck 
and carried it away to his 


warehouse. Sections of the 
railing are beginning to ap- 
pear in several new places 
opening in the Boyle and Olive 
district. 


One of the decorative features 
of Mutrux’s restuarant will be 
a hand-carved oak archway 
which came out of a recently- 
demolished mansion on Lindell 
boulevard. The back bar will 
feature a massive hand-carved 
buffet from another wrecked 
mansion. 


“These things not only lend 
an air of elegance,” Mutrux 
explained, “‘but this is a means 
of preserving them. You sim- 
ply can’t buy stuff like this 
any more. Woodwork of this 
kind, with hand carving, is a 
lost art.” 


Even the heavy and ornate 
molding, found around doors 
and windows of old mansions, 
is in heavy demand, only it’s 
used in different ways. Wade 
DeWoskin is in the process of 
decorating a place at Boyle and 
Olive, to be known as ‘Port St. 
Louis.” Heavy molding which 
resembles twisted rope is used 
as a bar rail. One of the fea- 
tures of the place will be an 
oyster bar, made of marble 
which once adorned the bath- 
room of a St. Louis mansion.

are from stair rails. 


Gaslight Square with a percep- 
tive eye can see booths made 
from old cashier’s cages and 
from open elevators, tables 
made from old school desks, 
arches and other decorations 
which may have been the iron 
work from a school desk or the 
base of a sewing machine, 
lamps made from stair rails 
(many from the old Merchants’ 
Exchange Building), and chan- 
deliers which once adorned 
churches and public buildings. 


According to Massucci, you 
can convert almost anything 
into something decorative if you 
use a little imagination. 


‘To me the biggest challenge 
is to find something absolutely 
worthless, or which would ‘seem 
so to the average person, and 
put it to use,” he said. 


His biggest challenge, per- 
haps, came with the nine barrels 
of croquet balls he found stored 
in a warehouse. That had him 
stumped for a while. But one 
day the answer came. He bored 
holes through them, strung them 
on dowels, painted half of them 
red and the others white and 
made an old fashioned but high- 
ly decorative rail around a fake 
balcony in The Opera House. 
The balcony is supported by 
carved porch columns from an 
old frame house.

however, as the man who 
made old telephone booths 
famous. The opportunity to 
buy a warehouse full of tele- 

phone booths presented a 
challenge he couldn’t resist. 
The result was a place called 
“Vanity Fair,” which is pan- 
eled almost entirely in tele- 
phone booths, painted black 
and adorned with old classical 
steel engravings which Jim 
scrounges from various 
sources. 

His new place, just called 
“Massucci's,”’ is also done in 
telephone booths, painted black 
and gold. Massucci first gained 
attention when he opened the 
Golden Eagle in which he em- 
ployed the fruits of many years 
of work as an antique scout. 


The place has a _ turn-of-the- 
century atmosphere and leans 
heavily on nostalgia. Remember 
the colored song slides which 
used to be a feature of the silent 


movie days? Jim found 8000 of’ 


them in the attic of a Jersey- 
ville, Ill., house. The family used 
to be in the theater business. The 
song slides became. the featured 
attraction in decorative screens 
and wall dividers and as decora- 
tions around the bar of the 
Golden Eagle. 

‘I’ve been. fooling with an- 
tiques since I was a kid and 
worked after school in an an- 


anything from old barber shop 
equipment to ‘old lighting fix- 
tures. Among Jim’s best custom- 
ers are window decorators, iff 
New York. and on the West 
Coast. A lot of the antiques hé 
hoards away for his own use. % 
Liraries, he pointed out 
often have to dump old books 
for reasons of space. In some 
of them are wonderful old steel 
engravings. Frame them in 
groups or in panels, alternating 
with old telephone booths and 
you come up with the kind of 
effect which makes a lot of peo- 
ple say, “Why didn’t I think of 
that?” 
Best sources today are old 
uildings and mansions. The 
lerchants Exchange Building, 
vhen it went down a few years 
20, provided a harvest for col- 
actors in stair banisters, iron 
ork, paneling and carved wood- 
1 decorations. 


Houses such as those in Mill 
‘reek Valley, Miller says, 
nainly provide doors, shutters 
and moldings with some light- 
ing fixtures. Miller has also 
contracted for furnishings in 
old houses in the Koscuisko 
development area, but houses’ 
in South St. Louis, he finds, are 
more austere, as far as orna* 
mentation is concerned, than 
houses in the West End. How- 
aver, they are a good source 
f ornamental iron work. 


Scouting is a full time and 
yng-range job, collectors will 
sll you, which is one reason the 
iverage person doesn’t have 
nuch chance. One of the. nostal- 
ic touches in the Golden Eagle, 
ior instance, is an old-time pop- 
corn wagon. “It took me four 
years to buy that thing,’’ Mas- 
succi said. “But I stayed with it 
until the owner finally gave in.”’ 

In the Crystal Palace is a 
mirror 12 feet wide and 9 feet 
high. ‘‘We had our eye on that 
thing for years,’’ Landesman 
said. “It was in an old restau- 
rant near the riverfront. Years 
after it had been installed the 
hotel front was remodeled and 
you: couldn’t get the mirror out 
through the door. We had to wait 
until they finally tore down the 
building to get it out.” 


Both Massucci and Landesman 
agree there is a trend toward 
old-time elegance and atmos- 
phere. “I just don’t understand 
what happened to saloons when 
repeal came,’’ Massucci says 
sadly. “‘The old-time saloon had 
charm. After repeal you saw 
nothing but plastic, chrome and 
glass, It’s sad.” 


Massucci’s trouble, he  ex- 
plains, is that he’d rather be a 
decorator than a business man. 
Scouting Americana and finding 
ways to use it is more fun than 
running a restaurant and bar. 


Massucci worked for months 
on the Golden Eagle, using bits 
of Américana he had been sav- 
ing for years. 

“We lived on chicken and 
feathers in those days,” he 
grinned. ‘“‘We'd eat chicken one 
day, and my wife would saute 
the feathers the next.” 


The place turned out to be 
an instant success. But after 
a few months Jim got the urge 
to decorate again, so he sold 
out and went to work on Vanity 
Fair, a place a few. doors down 
the street on. Olive. It, too, 
turned out to be a popular place, 
but pretty soon Jim’s old trouble 
came back, so he went around 
the corner on Boyle and started 
work on his present place, which 
has only been open a couple of 
weeks. Vincent Price, in town 
for a television show, dropped 
in the other night and was fasci- 
nated by the place. Just how 
long Jim will remain fascinated 
is a moot question, but he is 
now working on the second floor 
and after that he plans to do 
the third floor, which should 
keep him occupied for-a while. 


In the meantime Massucci is 
studying his latest find—300 pairs 
of swinging doors taken off sa- 
loons when prohibition. came 
along. He hasn’t decided just 
how he’ll use them, but they’ll 
turn up somewhere, |

I MUST TURN TO YOU as I have no one else who can 
help.

He won't go to talk to anyone about our problem and I’m 
afraid to. His sister gave me/the stamp and stationery for 
this letter.

It seems to me that you have atoned for that one 
mistake you made when you were really little more 
than a child. If you have given your husband not even 
the tiniest reason to doubt you since then, he should 
throw away the key to that prison in which he is 
keeping you and join with you in trying to live a nor- 
mal life with your two children. Naturally, it is dif- 
ficult for him to forget, but he cannot carry the hurt 
and resentment with him through life without event- 
ually scarring his own mind and health. If he would 
only go to a marriage counselor at the Family and 
Children’s Service, phone FOrest 7-2840, he would find 
the help he needs to stop the torture he is inflicting 
on both of you.

EVER SINCE WORLD WAR II, women’s magazines have 
published one article after another based on the thesis that 
the American woman is inferior as a wife to the European 
and Oriental woman. That inferiority was supposed to account 

; for the startling number of 
marriages between Ameri- 
can service men and the 
girls of any country in 
which they were stationed. 

It. is an_ interesting 

theory, but it ignores an 

important factor — propin- 

quity. Americans were far 

from home and lonely. It 

was not because foreign 

women were perfect wives 

that they married them, 

= . but simply because they 
were there. In fact, they 

ADELE STARBIRD even married American 

girls when they were on duty in the United States. 

That still leaves the question open as to the relative merits 

of the American wife. And it is impossible to evaluate her 


without criteria; one has to know quite certainly what kind 
of wife an American wants. 


All the articles I read had assumed that what he longed | 
for was submission, reverence, flattery, good cooking and per- |

I had another bid of evidence 
which corroborated their viewpoint. A young wife re- 
ported that she and her husband had had their first 
quarrel after six months of marriage. Not really a 
quarrel, but she had faced him indignantly about a 
remark he had made. 


AFTER THE RECONCILIATION he said thoughtfully,

Rankin contends that no sanc- 
tions were applied to holding 
companies as an automatic con- 
sequence of registration, so they 
suffered no real harm. 

But Justice Black this week 
is in sharp disagreement with 
the Government’s . position. Jus- 
tice Black, as a Senator, helped 
write the holding company law. 

Justice .Black bracketed a 
storm of questions directed at 
Rankin with the observation that 
“registration here brings legal 
consequences that are incompar- 
ably worse” than any under the 
holding company act. 

Justice Frankfurter swung to 
the Rankin view, however, 
stating that holding companies 
that were forced to register suf- 
fered bad repute and possibly 
lower prices in the stock market. 

But, asked Justice Black of his 
colleague, what were the legal 
consequences? He emphasized 
the word “legal.” 

In turn Justice Frankfurter 
suggested that if Congress has 
the power to force a party to 
register as an agent of a foreign 
power, then those who chose to 
remain members of the organ- 
ization may simply have to take 
the consequences.

GIVE GOVERNMENT 
GRIEVANCE LIST

RABAT, Oct. -15 (AP) — 
Morocco’s 200,000 Jews have 
sent a list of grievances to the 
Arab government here. Repres- 
entatives say the Jews are tired 
of being second-class citizens in 


a country that claims all its | 


nationals are equal before the | 
law. 

Since independence four years | 
ago, Moroccan nationalists have | 


tried to convince Jews that they | 


should integrate themselves in- 
to the nation and not try to re- 
main a separate racial group. 

Jews lived in Morocco long 
before the Arabs arrived 14 
centuries ago. Others took 
refuge here when evicted from 
Spain. Hence they claim to be 
Moroccan nationals, with the 
same rights and duties as the 
10,000,000 Moslems. 

This month saw the nationali- 


zation of 25 out of 76 Jewish | 


schools run by the French Jew- 


ish foundation, Alliance Israelite | 


Universelle. They are now open 
to Moslems as well as Jews. 

Moroccan Jews have no quar- 
rel with this. One of their major 
complaints is that Jews find it 
difficult to get passports for 
travel abroad. Two years ago 
Morocco joined the Arab League 
and since then has obeyed 
Gairo’s orders to stop Jews from 
going to Israel.

* Whether St. Louis county is 
moving ahead fast enough in 
solving its . garbage disposal 
problem is a key question fac- 
ihg University City residents who 
Will vote on a proposed $2,350, 
000 bond issue Tuesday. 

‘ Most of the controversy which 
has arisen has centered around 
@ proposal to provide $850,000 
fpr constructing and purchasing 
Rand for an. incinerator. 

' Proponents of the bond issue 
dontend the county. is moving 
too slowly. ) 

‘ They conceded that a county- 
wide program could solve Uni- 
versity City’s problem and make 
the incinerator . proposal un- 
necessary. They argue, however, 
that the county has given no 
indication when, or even if, it 
will build any incinerators. In 
the meantime, University City’s 
problem is growing and disposal 
costs are skyrocketing, they 
maintain. 


Year’s Delay Indicated. 


, City Manager Charles 
Henry has said, however, that 
the City Council has indicated 
it will hold off on construction 
of an incinerator for one year 
to see if the county makes any 
progress. Passage of the pro- 
posal will permit ‘preliminary 
work required, but it does not 
mean the money has to be spent, 
he said. 

‘ Opponents of the incinerator 
proposal argue that the county 
will soon receive $10,000 from 
the federal government for a 
study of refuse disposal needs 
and that University City should 
wait until this and other studies 
are completed. 

J. E. Sigoloff, who heads a 
citizens committee campaigning 
for the bond issue, said a coun- 
ty-wide incineration program is 
remote because of the potential- 
ly great cost and because only 
on the eastern periphery of the 
county is the disposal problem 
great. He estimated a county- 
wide program would: cost $9,- 
000,000, which he called too high 
for voters to accept. 

If the county does ‘decide to go 
ahead after an incinerator is 
built in University City, a work- 
ing agreement could be made 
between the city and county, he 
said. 

Samuel Ladd, a member of a 
citizens committee opposing por- 
tions of the bond issue, argued 
that if the county is not moving 
fast enough, why have not the 
other 96 county communities be- 
come concerned-.and proposed 
programs similar. to University 
City’s? 

“No one is denying something 
has to be done,” he said, ‘‘but 
why can’t we wait to see what 
the county is going to do?”’ 

A second controversial item on 
the bond issue is $275,000 for the 


acquisition of Green’s Nursery 
at Blackberry and Gay avenues 


for later development as a park. 


Ladd, who is part owner of 


the property and who has sought 
permission to subdivide it, con- 


tended that if a park is really | 


needed in that area, part of 
Ruth Park, just two blocks away, 


could be diverted from its pres- | 


ent use as a golf course into a 
park. He pointed out that other 
nine-hole golf courses in the 
area are laid out in smaller 
space. 

Furthermore, subdividing the 
ground would not overcrowd the 
schools of the area as some per- 
sons have contended, he said. He 
cited a statement from the Uni- 
versity City School Board which 
said schools are not at present 
overcrowded. 

Sigoloff argued that a park is 
greately needed in the western 
end of the city and that develop- 
ing Green’s Nursery would pro- 
vide this and also preserve prop- 
erty values of the area. Golfers 
maintain that the Ruth Park golf 
course is already too short, he 
said. 

In pressing for passage of the 
entire bond isue, Sigoloff said: 

“The voters will determine 
whether University City will be 
preserved as a desirable residen- 
tial suburb strong enough to pro- 
tect itself against the challer 
which faces all mature commun} 
ties to either maintain and’ ex- 
pand city services or decay and 
die. by £ 

“The problem befo ef each 
voter is not whether be can af- 
ford to vote in favor of the pro- 
posals and incur the small tax 
necessary to support the pro- 
gram, but whether he can afford 
not to vote in favor of it. Higher 
costs avoided by the improve- 
ments will require higher taxes,”’ 
he said. 

Ladd said his group was sup- 
porting all measures except the 
incinerator, Green’s Nursery and 
a $78,000 propnsal for -installation 
of traffic lights. 

Question of Cost 

He also challenged the conten- 
tion that the bond issue will cost 
residents only 11 cents for each 
$100 assessed valuation. The 11 
cents will be added to a current 
bond issue costing 1414 cents and 
which will be retired in nine 
years, he said. 

Henry conceded that Ladd was 
correct, but argued that to com- 
bine financing of more than one 
bond issue is generally accepted 
practice and is easiest qn the 
taxpayer. The city has claimed 
the bond issue will result. in an

A speed limit of 30 miles an 
hour would be established on 
117 streets or sections of. streets 
under a proposal by Traffic Com- 
missioner Ellis C. Henry Jr., 
pending before the Board of Al- 
dermen.

Normandy School District and University of Missouri 
Combine to Open First State College in Greater St. Louis

ig paienaingyen colleges become established after prolonged building 
programs, concerted efforts to gather scholars and a lengthy struggle 


for accreditation. This fall a brand new college opened its doors in Nor- 


mandy with a ready-made plant, full accreditation, a competent faculty, | 


210 eager students and a beautifully landscaped 128-acre campus. 

The University of Missouri Normandy Residence Center was founded 
on the site of the stately old Bellerive Country Club, which has been trans- 
formed from a setting for elegant dinner dances to a hall for learning. 

Freshmen now read reference books in thickly carpeted lounges. 
Language professors are holding forth in converted bedrooms, and visiting 
authorities lecture from a remodeled bandstand in the old ballroom. The 
men’s locker room is being tured into library stacks and the women's 
shower into a chemistry laboratory. Instead of alcohol, formaldehyde 
flows in the old bar, where students dissect bugs during zoology experiments. 

Establishment of the two-year college marked the en ot th the first 
state college into the St. Louis vicinity. Until this fall. Harris Teachers and 
junior colleges were the only public institutions of higher learning in the 
area. They are primarily St. Louis-su however. 

Tuition at the new college is $15 a credit hour and averages $225 a se- 
mester for students taking a normal course load. Those who are not resi- 
dents of the Normandy School District are charged an additional $45 a 


semester to cover maintenance costs. The center does not offer a terminal 
degree. Its purpose is to prepare freshmen and sophomores in the basic 
liberal arts and sciences so they may earn degrees at professional and 
four-year colleges. Only freshmen are registered this year, however. 
Credits are readily transferable to almost any college or university. 
About 450 were turned away this semester for lack of facilities. 

The vision for the college started with the board of the Normandy 
School District and Superintendent of Schools Ward E. Barnes. They initi- 
ated a $625,000 bond issue, which Normandy residents passed in 1958 to 
purchase the clubhouse and adjacent grounds. The club had decided to 
move to Mason road in the County because most of its membership had 
migrated farther west. 

Under an agreement with the University of Missouri, the Normandy 
School District provides the buildings and grounds, maintenance and ad- 
ministrative officials; the university provides faculty members, supplies and 
secretarial help. In return, the university is able to fulfill its long-standing 
desire to serve the greater St. Louis area, where about one-third of the 
state’s residents live. The Normandy school district can meet what it con- 
siders an obligation to offer — education to its residents in an age 
when increasing costs and crowded conditions make going away to school 
impossible for many potential students. 
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C. E. Potter, resident administrator of college and principal of Normandy 
High School, counsels Sandra Kilker, one of three advanced Normandy 
High School students allowed to take work at the college. Aft right, two 
students are silhouetted against old dining room's picture window over- 
looking swimming pool, which will be opened to students next spring. 
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Old dining room serves as lecture hall for class in Ameri- 
can government. College has four full-time and seven 
part-time instructors — all live in the area. Two of the 
college staff have doctorates, nine master’s degrees.

Principal dancers in that performance are scheduled to appear in “Swan 
Lake” when the illustrious company from London's Covent Garden plays St. 
Louis T , Wednesday and Thursday. Svetlana Beriosova will dance the 
dual role of Odette, Queen of the Swans, and Odile, the Black Swan. Donald 
Macleary will be Prince Siegfried; Derek Rencher will portray Benno, the 
prince’s favorite friend. 

“Swan Lake’s” second act is the only portion of the classic Russian work 
usually performed by ballet companies. Siegfried, just 21 and commanded 
by his mother soon to choose a wife, joins a hunting party which comes upon 
a lake in the dead of night. They see a group of white swans turn to beautiful 
maidens. Odette and Siegfried dance their new-found love (cover) in the 
presence of Benno and two groups of swan maidens.

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140-Acres of Artificial Ponds 


N the Old Testament, man is exhorted to have dominion over the creatures 

on the earth—including the fish in the sea. Today, man is going one 
step farther by raising fish on farms. Commercial fish farms form a new 
industry that has been booming in recent years—especially in Arkansas. 
About 35,000 acres of Arkansas land has been converted to fish farms since 
1957. 

The idea is now spreading to southern Illinois, where a new fish farm 
began operations this past summer. The farm is called the Horseshoe Lake 
Fish and Minnow Farm and is located near Olive Branch, Illinois. It con- 
sists of 140 acres of artificial ponds stocked with 190,000 blue channel cat- 
fish. The owners are James Blakemore of Olive Branch and Robert Brown, 
Ivan White and Ivan McAllister, all of Carmi, Illinois. The group hopes to 
harvest about one ton of catfish an acre when the fish reach the two-pound 
size next fall. Their initial investment included $10,000 for the fingerling 
catfish and about $30,000 for construction. 

Channel catfish, unlike many of their close relatives, prefer fresh water 
and are hard to raise in captivity. On the Illinois farm, two big pumps 
supply fresh water and keep the ponds at a five-foot depth. The fish have 
been receiving special food, but food costs are being kept low as the catfish 
become large enough to feed on blackhead minnows. The rapidly multiply- 
ing minnows were put into the ponds with the fingerling catfish. They 
live on algae that is encouraged by adding fertilizer to the water. 

The farm owners plan eventually to have 520 acres in ponds and to 
operate their own hatchery for catfish and minnows. The farm is on the 
Mississippi flyway traversed by migrating ducks and geese and this fall 
about 400 acres of pin oak woods are being flooded to attract the birds. 
Blinds will be rented to hunters during the season. Next year, there may 
be fee fishing on one of the ponds or in drainage ditches encircling the farm.

Automation Core of 1.U.E. Controversy 
(And the flavors the game as the name) 


THE LARSEN COMPANY, GREEN BAY. WISCONS'W 
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CKET-LINE TROUBLE broke out in several cities as the International Union 

of Electrical Workers conducted a strike against General Electric Co. The 
firm is the nation’s biggest maker of electrical goods and one of the country’s 
10 largest corporations. The union represents 70,000 of General Electric's 
240,000 employes, bargaining for workers in 55 of the firm’s 166 plants. 

G.E. and the L.U.E. were in dispute over cost-of-living wage provisions and 
job security issues. The strike resulted when the company rejected a union 
offer to extend the old five-year contract pending further negotiations. Talks 
had started last spring, and G.E. said the extension would serve no purpose 
since the firm had made its final offer. 

The offer was for a three-year contract. It included a 3 per cent wage 
increase immediately and a 4 per cent increase in April, 1962, but it eliminated 
a cost-of-living. escalator which had been in the old agreement. The union 
had sought a two-year contract, with a 342 per cent wage increase annually, 
a continuation of the cost-of-living clause and various provisions dealing with 
layoffs. These provisions dealt both with unemployment during periods of 
slack business and job reductions resulting from automation.

AT STRUDEL as prepared by Elmer G. Telthorst, St. Louis County 
restaurant owner, is from a recipe used by Henry Dietz when he was 
chef at Tony Faust’s famous restaurant. The recipe consists of apples, 
raisins, almonds, sugar, butter and cinnamon rolled up in aq transparently 
thin dough and baked until crisp and golden brown. 

Telthorst blends flour with water, salt and a little butter to make a firm 
dough which he beats by slapping it vigorously on a floured board for 15 
to 20 minutes. Dough is coated with butter and set aside to rest one hour 
at room temperature. Then it is stretched out with fingertips on cloth-covered 
table—with no flour—until thin as paper, looping edges of dough over sides 
of card-size table. Excess dough is cut off and discarded. 

Thinly sliced apples are placed thickly along one edge of dough with 
raisins, nuts, sugar, cinnamon and melted butter strewn on top. Dough is 
rolled up by lifting edge of cloth nearest apples and allowing it to fall over 
and over until completely rolled. Greased pan is placed alongside, and 
strudel is rolled off into it without handling. Slits are cut in top and through 
these are poured lemon juice and brandy. Water is poured into pan until 
bottom is covered; pan is placed in oven and the strudel baked at 375 to 400 
degrees for 60 to 75 minutes or until browned and crisp. Juice is spooned 
over strudel as served.

To Meet Countys Needs 


11,000,000-Gallon Structure in Creve Coeur 
Will Be Second Largest of Its Kind in U. S. 


Crane lifts into place a curved steel plate for side 
wall; plate is seven-eighths of an inch thick and 
weighs 3000 pounds. Approximately 1160 tons of 
steel will go into structure; floor is of steel also. 
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PRESSING PROBLEM of urban life is the necessity of maintain- 
ing an adequate and pure water supply for growing population 
centers. It is estimated that by 1970 the population of St. Louis 
County will reach the million mark and that the yearly water con- 
sumption will increase by nearly 10 billion gallons. In anticipation 
of these demands, the St. Louis County Water Company is con- 
structing a $350,000 water storage tank on Olive Street road just 
east of Lindbergh boulevard in Creve Coeur. 

When the 11,000,000-gallon tank is completed early next month, 
it will be the second largest surface reservoir in the United States, 
surpassed only by a 15,000,000-gallon tank in Tulsa, Okla. It is 
the first phase of a $50,000,000 expansion program planned by the 
company for the coming decade. The huge circular tank will be 
one of 1] reservoirs maintained by the company in the County and 
will almost equal the 14,500,000-gallon combined capacity of the 
other 10 tanks. 

The all-steel structure will measure 240 feet in diameter at its 
base, 33 feet high at the outside wall and 43 feet high at the apex 
of the dome. _ Water will be pumped into the tank at off-peak hours 
from the company’s purification plant on Hog Hollow road at the 
Missouri River. The tank will insure an adequate water supply 
for fire protection for the entire County, but normally it will supply 
water for an area from Lambert-St. Louis Field to Kirkwood.

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Great Floods Plague Italy 


Hillsides Are Gutted, Bridges Collapsed—50 Die 


Partially buried automobile lays in great ditch gouged 
out by surging flood water.

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AIN BEGAN TO FALL in northern 

Italy, settling dusty roads and 
bringing relief to fields parched 
by the long summer's heat. Then 
angry, wind-swept clouds spread 
southward from the Alps over the 
entire Italian boot and Sicily. The 
pleasant, refreshing drizzle became 
a torrential downpour. - 

Placid rivers went berserk, 
flooding thousands of acres of farm- 
land, tearing buildings from their 
foundations and taking life without 
discrimination. Rain-soaked hill- 
sides gave way, crushing telephone 
and telegraph lines and burying mo- 
torists and the occupants of farm- 
houses in the valleys below. 

Some of the victims were early 
fall tourists. They were trapped be- 
neath mudslides or swept out to sea 
when flash floods washed out sec- 
tions of the scenic Aurelian High- 
way along the coast northwest of 
Rome. A 350-foot bridge collapsed, 
spilling cars into a raging river. A 
mother and her two children were 
drowned when a section of the high- 
way dropped into the ocean. 

Milan was hit by a violent 
storm, which flooded out automobile 
and bus traffic. Venice was pelted 
by hail, Syracuse drenched by driv- 
ing rain. At the height of the week- 
long disaster, all north-south com- 
munication was cut off. Emergency 
crews worked “around the clock to 
repair highways, railroads, and 
communications wires. 

At one time, 28 villages and 
towns were inundated. Some 15,000 
persons were isolated from the out- 
side world, except for helicopters 
and boats which brought in food 
and medical supplies. 

As sunlight parted the storm 
clouds and floodwaters began to 
recede, rescue crews -took police 
dogs into the muddy ruins to search 
for lost victims. Stunned survivors 
began to bury their dead and repair 
the damage, which ran into millions. 
More than 50 persons were killed 
and about 500 injured. Officials 


said it was the worst disaster Italy _ 


had experienced since the Po River 
went on a rampage in 1951, killing 
almost 300 persons.

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The Not-So-Solid 
South, Its Record 


' With the Exception of the 
Roosevelt Years, Dixie Has 
Split Each Time Since 1928 


By CLARENCE E. OLSON of the PICTURES Staff 
UST how solid the “Solid South” will be on elec- 
tion day, November 8, is worrying both Demo- 
crats and Republicans. Although the South has not 
been the deciding element in recent elections it 
might well swing a close vote to either Vice Presi- 
dent Nixon or Senator Kennedy. 

The maps at the left show that the South has 
been more shattered than solid since 1928—except 
when Franklin D. Roosevelt won in 1932, 1936, 1940 
and 1944. Al Smith, the only Catholic to run for 
president before Kennedy, won only six of the south- 
ern states in 1928. However, he also lost all the rest 
of the country except Massachusetts and Rhode 
Island. The next defection came in 1948 when four 
Solid South states deserted the Truman camp for 
the States’ rights movement. In Eisenhower's land- 
slide victory over Adlai Stevenson in 1952, the Re 
publicans picked up Texas, Tennessee, Virginia and 
Florida and in 1956 added Louisiana and Kentucky 
when Eisenhower again defeated Stevenson. The 
vote was also very close in North Carolina, a doubt- 
ful state for the Democrats this year. 

The maps include Kentucky and Tennessee, 
both generally regarded as border states with south- 
ern inclinations. Each state has had only one pre- 
1928 defection in this century, however, and is no 
less “solid” than some of its southern neighbors. 
The 12 states depicted in the separate bloc control 
138 electoral votes, about one-fourth of the 537 total. 
It will take 269 electoral votes to elect the next 
president. Southerners cast almost 10,000,000 votes 
in 1956, about one-sixth of the total popular vote 


that year. 

the religious and civil rights issues are adding 
to the uncertainty in the South. Many southern 
Protestant groups are concerned about having Ken- 
nedy, a Catholic, as president, and segregationists 
are unhappy with the civil rights plank in the Demo- 
cratic platform. Neither party can do much to make 
die-hards in the South happy without alienating vot- 
ers in the more populous northern, midwestern and 
western cities. New York, California, Pennsylvania, 
Ohio and Illinois have a total of 161 electoral votes, 
. 24 more than all of the southern states combined. 
} Except for 1948, all of the Democratic victories 


‘ since the Civil War have had the support of a Solid 
; South. If the Kennedy-Nixon battle is as close as it 
; may be, each state and every vote will be important.

In the midst of darkness behind the Iron Curtain came... 


A bright day for the U.S. 


Four years ago this month the whole world watched 
with amazement as Hungarian men and women 
swirled out into the streets to battle Russian troops. 
To many Americans the uprising was inspiring proof 
that despite a decade of tyranny the hunger for free- 
dom had not been stamped out behind the Iron Cur- 
tain. Just a month earlier, on September 15, 1956, 
that yearning had been expressed in another satellite 
country —not with guns but in a strange, touching way. 


HE SCENE WAS Republic Stadium in Bucharest, 

Rumania, where the International Track and 
Field championships were being held. Athletes from 
22 nations were on hand. The Soviet Union, with 
scores of competitors, had the largest contingent. The 
smallest group—only three athletes—came from the 
United States. 

At the opening ceremonies, the stands were filled 
with 40,000 spectators. The athletes entered the 
stadium, contingent after contingent, with a lead 
athlete in each group carrying the flag of his country.

High jumper Ernie Shelton, leading the tiny Ameri- 
can group, carried the Stars and Stripes. Behind him 
marched sprinter Willie Williams and pole vaulter 
Bob Gutowski. As the Stars and Stripes circled the 
stadium, the clamor was tumultuous. Spectators 
leaped to their feet, applauding and shouting, “Amer- 
ica! America!” 

Close behind the Americans came the long line of 
Soviet athletes. As they passed, the spectators—still on 
their feet after applauding the Americans—silently sat 
down. 

The competition began. Willie Williams won the 
100-meter dash, finishing a hair’s breadth ahead of 
the Russian sprinter. Ernie Shelton placed third in the 
high jump. The closing event was the pole vault. Dark- 
ness was settling over the stadium, and the spectators 
had to strain their eyes to see what was going on. But 
they roared as one athlete after another failed to clear 
the bar. Finally only one competitor was left — Ameri- 
ca’s Bob Gutowski. 

The bar was lifted to 4.55 meters—a fraction of an 
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inch below 15 feet. If Gutowski topped that height, 
he would break the European record. But in the gloom 
of the stadium, Gutowski—as he warmed up on the 
runway—could barely see the crossbar. 

Then it happened. Suddenly the thousands of spec- 
tators began putting matches to their programs, news- 
papers, whatever would burn. They held those torches 
aloft, lighting the stadium and clearly outlining the 
bar. And as Gutowski raced down the runway, thou- 
sands of voices roared: “Up Gutowski! Up American!” 

The roar became ear-splitting as Gutowski cleared 
the bar and plummeted into the pit. The Rumanians 
poured onto the field, lifted Bob to their shoulders 
and carried him out into the streets of Bucharest. 


This summer Bob Gutowski, while serving in the 
Marines, was killed in an auto accident. He made 
many great leaps in his lifetime, including a world- 
record jump of 15 feet 8% inches. But perhaps his 
greatest feat was that which lit up a dark stadium in

HAT RED-BLOODED industrial ty- 
Wis box-office star or candidate 
for office wants to admit that he got his 
start toward success doing something com- 
monplace? How much better to chuckle 
modestly and confide: “My first job? I was 
a frog-shoveler!” 

Should anyone doubt his word or his 
wits, he need merely cite a handy tome 
that the Labor Department is now bringing 
up to date. Under the Fs, he can show: 
“Frog-shoveler—one who shovels dirt and 
bark from the log-chute frogs, the junction 
point of two branches of a chute used in 
the logging industry.” 

The title of this tome is somewhat for- 
bidding: Dictionary of Occupational Ti- 
tles, or DOT for short. But it is an Alad- 
din’s treasure cave of inspiration for any -= 
one seeking gainful employment. 

To the 25,000 jobs already listed and 
defined, the new edition will add 19,000 
new ones created by this age of electronics, 
space and automation. 

Now let’s see what else DOT has to offer 
in the way of honest employment. How 
would you like to be a heavy forger, glass 
breaker, bonecrusher, head chiseler, rob- 
ber, rustler, oyster boxer, belly soaker, 
pretzel twister, duster or glazer, sausage 
roper, kicking machine operator, firebug or 
pouncer? Or perhaps you would prefer to 
be a diamond sewer, kiss setter, mop 
comber, mooner, moocher, mouse-trap 
winder, nose tester or dimpler. 


Forging Ahead 


A heavy forger ‘is not,.as you might 
think, a gentleman who specializes in writ- 
ing massive dud checks. He operates a 
heavy forging press. The head chiseler 
does not run a gang of cheats; nor has he 
anything to do with sculpture or surgery. 
He works in the meat industry. Robbers 
and rustlers are respectable coal miners. 

Neither are bonecrushers professional 
wrestlers, nor are oyster boxers exponents

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of a new skin-diving sport. Bonecrushers 
crush bones for glue; oyster boxers put 
oysters in boxes. A glass breaker does not 
spend his working hours gleefully shatter- 
ing glass but skillfully breaks it off into 
window-pane sizes. A belly soaker soaks 
and cleans hides for tanning; a kicking 
machine operator softens hides with me- 
chanical hammers. 

A sausage roper doesn’t lasso sausages 
but measures them off and knots them at 
the required length. Pouncers are not 
bushwackers waiting in ambush but ex- 
perts in the hat industry who hold the 
felt over special forms and buff it with 
sandpaper. Firebugs would never dream of 
setting a fire. Men of high courage, they 
test mines for fire and gas perils. 

Diamond sewing has nothing to do with 
stitching precious stones on some dowa- 
ger’s ball gown; it consists of sewing the

diamond-shaped area where the suspen- 
ders of overalls cross. A mop comber does 
just that. Mooners work in leather; mooch- 
ers are rivet inspectors; dimplers smooth 
down rivet heads on aircraft fuselage. 

Kiss setters shape candy kisses by hand; 
nose testers test fireworks; mousetrap 
winders, far from having anything to do 
with the liquidation of mice, wind tension 
springs for automatic switches in the elec- 
tronics industry. 

For page after page in DOT, the list of 
strangely named jobs continues. You will 
discover that you can be a bull runner or a 
bottom whipper. The first doesn’t chase 
bulls but pours molten metal from.a crane- 
suspended “bull” or ladle. The other is not 
concerned with corporal punishment but 
with finishing the knit edges of garments. 

You won't find a stone roller mentioned 
in DOT, but there are moss gatherers. 
They collect Irish moss, which is used in 
puddings, jellies and beer. Jelly pumpers 
pump jelly into doughnuts and cakes. 


Brave New World 


Still nothing to your liking? Then what 
about working as a dilly boy, cranberry 
snapper, fish pitcher, pig-tailer, devil ten- 
der, sweater spotter or jollier? They can 
all be found in DOT, with a precise ex- 
planation of what they do. 

In the new edition, some of these 
quaint-sounding jobs may disappear be- 
cause they have gone out of existence or 
have been given new names,, in keeping 
with the new age. Up until now, those 
husky men of the northwoods who cut the 
giant timber with axe and saw have been 
known as “fallers.” But one day in the 
future, trees may be felled by sound waves, 
creating a new type of lumberman. Will he 
be called a supersonic tree detacher? 

If electronics and automation are elim- 
inating jobs, they are creating many more 
new ones—some so new that the men en- 
gaged in them have to do their own on-the- 
job training. All will have to be named, 
and no doubt those names will be as fanci- 
ful, funny and often as misleading as any 


thing in DOT today.

DOES AGE MAKE 
A DIFFERENCE IN LOVE? 


SK ANY 10 woMEN if they think age makes a dif- 
ference in love. 

Romantically, eight of the 10 will tell you, “No.” 

They will explain that true love is ageless and 
boundless. They. will point to countless examples of 
happy marriages in which the husband is or was 10, 
20, even 40 years older than his wife. They will men- 
tion Bing Crosby, Charles Chaplin, Leopold Stokow- 
ski, Sir Thomas Beecham, Paul Getty, Pablo Casals, 
many others. 7 

But ask these same women, as I did: “Would you 
marry a man younger than yourself?” And seven out 
of 10 will quickly answer, “No.” 

In our society it s all right for a woman to marry a 
man much older than herself—but not to marry a 
man who is younger, despite the fact that only when 
a wife is at least six years older than her husband 
does the couple enjoy a statistical probability of leav- 
ing this earth at approximately the same time. 

Why do women prefer widowhood to younger hus- 
bands? PARADE polled dozens of women both in this 
country and abroad on that question. 

Their overall answer is that the social patterns of 
western civilization demand that a husband be older 
than his wife. Breaking the pattern, they maintain, 
almost always causes problems. 

One London housewife told me: “An older woman's 
desire for a younger man must always be paid for. 
There are exceptions, of course, usually among the 
very educated, like Disraeli's wife, who was 13 years 
older than Disraeli. But generally a wife who takes a 
vounger husband ends up in trouble. Look at the 
Miriam Hill case.” 


The Gay Deceiver 


The Miriam Hill case, which was splattered all over 
the British press a few months ago, involved a rich 
49-year-old widow, Miriam Hill, and her 19-vear-old 
husband, Dennis. Eleven weeks after they were mar- 
ried, Mrs. Hill pulled the trigger of a shot gun, blew 
her handsome husband to kingdom come. Pleading 
self-defense, the plump Mrs. Hill, victim of her own 
passion, was acquitted of manslaughter. 

It seems that after a month of making his elderl 
bride “feel radiant,” young Dennis began making 
money demands. When the demands weren't fulfilled, 
he took to choking his wife. When he tried this once 
too often, she shot him. 

Certainly, this is not typical of marriages in which 
the wife is older than the husband. It is typical, how- 
ever, of the pessimism with which the public re- 
gards such matings. 


Brief embrace brought smiles to Mrs. Miriam Hill, 49, a 
wealthy British widow, and new husband, Dennis, 19, this 
spring. Eleven weeks after the May-and-December wedding, 
Mrs. Hill killed Dennis with a shotgun. She was acquitted. 


Actually, there are 4,800,000 women in America 
who are married to younger men. How many of these 
women will admit their true age is debatable. The 
reason for their reluctance is that they are afraid of 
what their neighbors and friends will say. 

Take Lucille Ball, who earlier this year was di- 
vorced from Desi Arnaz. More than anything else, 
she resented the disclosure that. she was five years 
older than her husband. 

This also used to bother Greer Garson when she 
was married to Richard Ney, an actor 10 or 15 years 
her junior who had played her son in Mrs. Miniver. 

Other actresses who have married younger hus- 
bands, much to their later regret, are Ginger Rogers, 
Bette Davis, Eleanor Powell and Jane Wyman. But 
generally, actresses are a special breed who need ad- 
miring young men to bolster their egos and frequently 
will marry them, possibly knowing in their hearts that 
such marriages are temporary. 

There are several actresses and ex-actresses, how-

ever, such as Ruth Gordon, Eve Arden, Mary Pickford 
and Lynn Fontanne who are still married to husbands 
who are from four to 17 years younger than they are. 

The late Mrs. Cecil B. DeMille was a good deal 
older than her famous husband. So, too, was the 
noted French writer Colette. Patti Lewis is older than 
her comedian-husband Jerry Lewis. Nina Bing is five 
years older than Rudolf, manager of the Metropoli- 
tan Opera. Sue Carol is older than husband Alan 
Ladd, Ruth St. Denis older than her husband Ted 
Shawn. Mrs. Warren Wright, now married to Gene 
Markey, is a further example. 

But all of these examples do not shake the objec- 
tions to the younger husband-older wife combination 
presented bv the average voung woman. 


Valid Objections 


She does not want a younger husband, she main- 
tains, because 1) society frowns upon such marriages; 
2) men mature later than women, so a husband should 
be older than his wife; 3) sooner or later most young 
husbands leave their older wives; 4) women age faster 
than men and become increasingly more self-con- 
scious about “trying to keep their looks”; 5) the young 
man who marries an older bride doesn't want a wife 
but is really searching for a mother-substitute. 

How valid are these objections? 

Society frowns on younger husbands, because so- 
cial patterns always lag behind the times. A hundred 
years ago it was vital that a wife be considerably 
younger than her husband. Men used to outlive 
women, many of whom died in childbirth or worked 
themselves into early graves. But now in the latter part 
of the 20th century, thanks to advances in medicine 
and labor-saving devices, the average woman outlives 
the average man by at least six years. 

Statistically and certainly in terms of companion- 
ship, it would be better if a young woman of 26 took 
a younger husband of 20. It would avoid the pathology 
of widowhood. 

The objection that women mature earlier than men 
is true only in the physical sense. Girls reach sexual 
maturity before boys, but there is no substantial evi- 
dence that girls at age 20 are more emotionally ma- 
ture than boys of 20. Given the same background, 
education and life experience, boys and girls, once 
graduated from their adolescence, mature at pretty 
much the same rate. 

A young woman of 26 and a young man of 21 might 
very well enjoy the same attitudes, habits, friends 
and interests. 

Men do not leave their wives because their wives

are older. Age difference has never been a paramount 
reason for divorce in this country. Men who are com- 
pelled to seek extra-marital liaisons do so regardless of 
their age or their wives’. It makes absolutely no dif- 
ference. 

Nor is it particularly true that women age faster 
than men and therefore need older husbands. The 
truth is that women in America take better care of 
themselves than men. They visit doctors and dentists 
more frequently, are more concerned with their dress, 
hair, complexion and personal attractiveness than 
their husbands. 

As for the allegation that the younger husband 
who takes an older wife is in reality an immature 
voungster who craves a mother-substituté, the chances 
are that a young man who takes an older bride is a 
rugged individualist, confident, strong and assertive 
enough to surmount social prejudice. 


What He Sees in Her 


Look at men like Disraeli, Cecil B. DeMille, Clark 
Gable, Glenn Ford, Walter Hoving, Garson Kanin, 
and so many others now or once married to older 
women. Were or are they weak men who had exces- 
sive attachments to their mothers and tried to transfer 
their dependency to a wife-mother? The answer is no. 

The important point in all marriage is motive. Why 
an older woman can be attracted to a younger man is 
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obvious, but what does a younger man see in an older 
woman? Is it money, comfort, the knowledge that 
she will be more tolerant and less demanding? 
Take the recent case of Mrs. Daisy Bird, 32, and 
her boarder, Anthony “Tiger” Dean, 17, handsome 
and 6 feet tall. This past August, Mrs. Bird took two 
of her three children and her 17-year-old Lothario to 
Jersey, the Channel Islands. When her husband came

to fetch her, she explained: “When Tiger told me he 
wanted to take me away, I knew it wouldn't take long 
—maybe a few years, a few months, a few weeks. But 
{ went because I wanted to feel completely happy . . . 
When Tiger was in our house he played his rock'n'roll 
records, and we used to sing and dance . . . Tiger was 
like a breath of spring. He used to talk to me, not just 
sit in front of the telly like you.” 

For his motive Tiger gave: “I love Daisy more than 
her husband does. If she were free I would marry her.” 

In this case — the British have had a raft of them 
this year—passion seems to have been the motive for 
the elopement. This sort of passion dies quickly and 
does not make for a lasting older wife - younger- 
husband marriage. The successful ones are based on 
more than physical attraction. 

Most men and women marry in their own age 
group. The marital call is still youth to youth. But as 
more and more women glut the American marriage 
market and husbands become harder to find, society 
must learn not to censure the women who marry 
younger men. 

If the wife can forget her age and the husband is 
marrying for love—then their marriage has the same’ 
chance of success as any other. 

Women, instead of giving lip service to the belief 
that age makes no difference in love, must begin to 
prove it. Many. of them are, I guess, but quietly. ®

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INISTERS ARE HUMAN, their con- 
gregations are human, and among 
humans conflicts are bound to develop. 
One recent national survey of 2,800 Prot- 
estant ministers found that most had 
“problems” with their congregations. 
Often these conflicts seem petty, yet even 
these can divide a congregation and cancel 
out the good work of the church. 

What causes conflicts between. min- 
isters and congregations? And how can 
they be bridged? Recently, PARADE dis- 
cussed these questions with 40 ministers 
of the United Church of Christ at a re- 
fresher course for ministers at Hillsboro, 
N.H. Most said ministers themselves often 
were to blame, then grouped complaints 
about parishioners under two headings — 
their attitudes toward the church, and 
their attitudes toward the ministers. 

Here are the causes of conflict most 
often mentioned: 


e Parishioners manipulate ministers 


for their own benefit. 


One minister confessed he regularly 
ate dinner at the home of a prominent lay- 
man—“even though he only invites me to 
show the town I'll come.” Others said they 
were pressured into community organiza- 
tions. “Particularly in small towns,” says 
the Rev. Truman Douglass, head of the 
church board of home missions, “ministers 
must dance to a tune played by the 
church's leading laymen.” 


e They gossip about him and his 
family. . 

Churchgoers seem to believe anything 
about “the parsonage family,” ministers 
complain. One said his wife always ac- 
companied him on pastoral calls. “A min- 
ister who calls on housewives alone dur- 
ing the day is asking for trouble,” he says. 
The Rev. John Fritzmeier, of Hampton, 
lowa, told of being hounded out of a 


Maine pastorate in 1942. “They heard 
my name and started rumors I was a 
Nazi,” he recalls. 
e They shut him out of their society. 
“We live in a big old house on a hill,” 
said one minister, “but no one ever climbs 
that hill to see us.” Loneliness is a par- 
ticular problem for wives. “But a min- 
ister’s wife must be careful,” one man 
told parape. “If she selects one friend, 
other members become very jealous.” 


e Church members take advantage of 
him financially. 

Latest figures show that ministers’ sal- 
aries actually have declined in buying 
power since 1941. The typical clergyman 
earns $4,400 cash, plus extras. And he 
often is the biggest contributor to the 
collection plate. Two of three told PARADE 
they were in debt. But one said cheer- 
fully: “Why should ministers be different 
from their parishioners?” 


e They won't permit ministers to let 
down. 

Ministers deal with life’s most emo- 
tional moments— illness, anxiety, break- 
down, sin, confession, death. Those in- 
volved often include the ministers’ closest 
friends. No man could emerge from such 
a blast-furnace unshaken. Yet a minister 
is never permitted to let his mask slip. 
He cannot be publicly irritable, tired, 
tense, preoccupied —or light-hearted. 


e They expect the minister to be a 
man of magic. 

A Midwestern minister told of a family 
that withdrew from church after the 
father died. “The word got back that I 
was ‘small comfort,’ ” the clergyman says. 
“They had wanted me to say that one 
magic word to end all their troubles. Of 
course I couldn't so they were disap- 
pointed in me and the church.”

e They don't understand his job. 


The old stereotype says a clergyman 
only works Sunday. Yet most put in 70 to 
80 hours weekly, much of it at jobs secre- 
taries or volunteers could handle. “There 
needs to be more awareness of a min- 
ister’s need for privacy and spiritual re- 
freshment,” says the Rev. Albert Garner 
of Warwick, R.I. 


e The congregation expects the min- 
ister to serve as its conscience. 

The Rev. Benedict Tannler of the 
Woodhaven section of New York told of 
his campaign against legalized bingo: 
“Every time I preached against it, my 


members came around and shook my hand | 


and congratulated me for my firm stand. 
Then came the time to vote for or against. 
Our area voted about 9 to 1 in favor of 
bingo, and I’m sure my members were 
with the majority. They had listened to 
my sermons; that gave them the right to 
vote as they pleased.” 


e They use the church for self-ad- 
vancement. 


Says the Rev. Ralph Weisser of Buf- 
falo: “Alfred Adler, the psychoanalyst, 
wrote of ‘unloving’ persons who work 
into church office, drawing strength from 
the strength of the church. His diagnosis 
was right for many churches.” 

Several ministers said they have a parish 
wheelhorse who uses church leadership to 
work off his frustrations. Other members, 
ministers said, used the church for social 
contacts, ‘climbing’ or prestige. 

e Church members equate the church 
with other “good” organizations. 

Says the Rev. Truman Whitaker of 
Medina, Ohio: “My people are busy with 
many worthwhile activities—PTA, Red 
Cross and so on. They do it from a kind 
of religious motivation, but it dissipates 


energy they might devote to real religion. 
It’s hard to explain this to people. They 
think of the church as just one facet of the 
religion of the American way of life.” 

“Parishioners equate working for the 
church with the military draft,” says the 
Rev. Roger Nicholson of East Hartford, 
Conn. “You servé your term and _ then 
you're finished.” One minister complained 
that parishioners even allotted the num- 
ber of hours a week for church work. 


e They won't think about their beliefs. 


“Some people are willing to work hard 
at church jobs,” says the Rev. Robert 
Spike of New York. “That saves them 
from having to think about what the 
church stands for.” Adds the Rev. Royal 
Shepard of Watertown, Wis.: “People 
seem to have stopped reading the Bible, 
stopped thinking about theology, some- 
times it seems almost stopped thinking. 
They just go through the motions.” 


e Parishioners want their church to be 
“biggest and best.” 


“The same old drive to keep up with 
the Joneses infects the churches, too,” says 
the Rev. Arthur Koch of Mundelein, Ill. 
“Parishioners want their church to have 
the most members, the handsomest build- 
ing, the most elaborate program, the most 
impressive ritual. Some of this push is 
good, but a lot is pure trapping. It is a rare 
minister who can hold out against it.” 

The final word on ministers and their 
parishioners comes from Mr. Weisser of 
Buffalo. “I do not consider the cleavages 
between ministers and their people to be 
of an alarming nature,” he says. “The mo- 
tivations of some of us ministers are not 
always above reproach. What we need is 
the growth of mutual trust, the concen- 
trating of our energies on God-given goals, 
so that we will draw together as pastors 
and people on a deeper level.” =

He is Alan M. Baskin, 31, -president of Baby’s 
Formula Service, Inc. After a little more than a year, 
the firm is delivering pre-made formula to 10 Florida 
cities. Soon the service will be available in a few Mid- 
west cities. Cost to parents is about 12 cents a day 
more than the do-it-yourself price. (In Dade County, 
Fla., for instance, home-delivered standard formula 


«costs $5.90 a week.) Of course, with ready-made 


formula, Mother doesn’t have to buy bottles, nipples 
or other equipment necessary to produce formula at 
home. 

Here's how BFSI serves its customers: Right after 
Baby is born, his prescribed formula may be delivered 
to the hospital. Then, when Baby goes home, the milk- 


_man delivers 18 bottles every other day—12 of for- 
‘mula, four of sterile water and two spares of orange 


juice or other fluids. 

BFSI is equipped to provide any type of formula the 
doctor orders—from the simplest to the most cong 
cated for babies with allergies.

All formulae are prepared by nurses at BFSI’s spar- 
kling plant, which cost $250,000 to construct. Four 
workers can turn out 30,000 bottles of formula in a 
seven-hour shift. The actual processes by which the 
formulae are prepared took three years of research. 

Inspection of the plant and sanitation standards are 
meticulous. Says Baskin, “The laboratory is inspected 
by 11 different agencies, city, county and state. We've 
got more inspectors running around here than Scot- 
land Yard.” 

BFSI delivers to customers freshly-made formula, 
but it has hit on an experimental process to preserve 
milk for months. Special sterilization and sealing tech- 
niques make it possible. Allan Gould, who took the 
photos on this page, drank from a bottle kept 14 
months without refrigeration, “which tasted fine— 
and I'm told there was no loss of nutritional value.” 

How did Baskin get the idea for ready-made for- 
mula? A few years ago, his baby yelped at 2 a.m.— 
and there was no formula in the refrigerator.

How much does it cost to elect a U.S. President? 


Both Nixon and Kennedy strategists agree that more money is being 
spent in the current Presidential campaign than has ever been spent 
in any previous one.

Even legislation can’t stop women 


MOBILE, ALA. 

UST ONE YEAR AGO, the city commissioners of this southern 

seaport did the bravest thing men can do: they tried to legislate 
against a feminine fashion and passed a law making it illegal to wear 
high heels on the streets. 

The commissioners were merely trying to protect the city from 
lawsuits by women who got their stiletto heels stuck in sidewalk 
cracks and grills. But they soon learned that nothing—not even the 
cops—can stop a woman from wearing what’s fashionable. 

As the-city puts it officially, the law has not made any “noticeable 
change in the dress habits of women.” Unofficially, Mayor Joseph 
N. Langen admits his own wife won't stop wearing heels. 

The outcome of this little bout between law and fashion may

Noted experts give advice to 
10 gifted youngsters who tell 


‘WHAT 
I WANT 
TO BE’ 


by SID ROSS 


ASHEVILLE, N.C. 
| THERE'S one in your home: a boy or girl who, at 

the age of 12 or so, is single-minded about the future. He 
is fascinated by a career in, say, geology. He spurns games, 
girls and gangs to catalog rocks instead. He speaks a strange 
language. He totally bewilders his parents. 


On these pages you see 10 such youngsters, whose hearts’ ~ 


desires range from playing in the major leagues to doing 
nuclear research. All of them live here in the mountains of 
western North Carolina, but they have much in common with 
children elsewhere. You may very well find your own child 
among them. 

Their parents wonder how to advise these youngsters. Par- 
ents are beset by questions: How fast should you push a 
12-year-old? How definite is his career choice at this age? 
What should a would-be nuclear physicist study? What should 
he read? How can I talk to him? Should I compel him to play? 
Won't he grow up one-sided? Will all work and no play make 
him a dull boy? 

In some schools, guidance personnel can help with such 
questions. But in general, experts say, the best thing a parent 
can do with such a child is to help without pushing. Give him 
books to read in his specialty, for instance, but don’t press 
them on him. Try to inject a little variety into his life, but 
don’t make a federal case of it. And don't force him into a 
mold: Many youngsters will suddenly tire of their specialty 
and zig off in a completely new direction. 

And there are specific ways such a youngster can be helped 
—courses he can study, books he can read. To get specific 
advice for hard-pressed parents and single-minded youngsters, 
PARADE went to experts in fields from physics to fashions. 
Here are profiles of 10 single-minded youngsters; coupled 
with them are words of advice from the experts. 


DuTCH-BORN SIMON was bitten by the 
science bug in third grade. The next sum- 
mer, he badgered his parents to take him 
to the American Museum of Atomic En- 
ergy, at Oak Ridge, Tenn. The summer 
after that, his younger brothers went to 
day camp; Simon took a summer school 
course in physics instead. 

An all-A student, he finds junior high 
science courses “dull,” talks knowledge- 
ably about Einstein’s theory of relativity 
and the hydraulics of fluids. He spends 
most of his time talking nuclear reactors 
with a few friends. Even his dad, a chem- 
ist with a Ph.D., finds Simon baffling at 
times. “Perhaps he'll change his mind,” 
Noah Benninga says, “but Simon will 
never lose that boundless curiosity.” 


Ir MAY SOUND OLD HAT, but if you.are 
really interested in becoming a nuclear 
physicist, take your school work seriously 
and study seriously. Do well in arithmetic. 
Learn your English. Work to develop a 
better than average command of basic 
English. A scientist must be able to write 
up his research and interpret findings so 
that others can benefit. 

Each year I receive letters from many 
youths who are considéring nuclear 
physics as a career. I always reply, “Work 
hard and take school seriously.” In high 
school, take as many courses in physics, 
chemistry and biology as possible. I know 
many schools have only the introductory 
courses in these fields of study. Take what 
courses your school offers and take all 
the math courses. 

Who will answer your questions? | 
would suggest Watson Davis of Science 
Seryice in Washington, D.C. If he does 
not have the answers, he will tell you 
where to go for information. I also rec- 
ommend the magazine Scientific Ameri- 
can. It is advanced for a 12-year-old but it 
introduces personalities of the world of 
scientific research, tells what they are at- 
tempting and what they have achieved. 


Craic, an eighth-grade honor student at 
Country Day School, has been designing 
houses since she was 8. Outdoors, she 
would rake leaves into an imaginary 
building. Indoors, she picked out designs 
on her dad's typewriter. 

Today, Craig has her own drawing 
board, and after school does simple line 
work for a local architect. Two structures 
of her designs have been built: a play- 
house and a heated doghouse with a 
window, which adjoins her bedroom. 

Craig’s dad, a builder and developer, 
gave her a start in architecture, keeps her 
supplied with architectural books, and 
sometimes consults her about design. 
“She’s really got the urge,” he says, “and 
it’s an exciting field that suits us fine.” 


A KNOWLEDGE OF architectural history 
enables the student to have a physical 
background for all events in history 
through the ages, so whether the young 
student will ultimately become an archi- 
tect or not, it will enable him to enjoy his 
surroundings as he grows older. There- 
fore, architectural history is the first step 
in an architectural career. 

Facility in drawing is also important. 
Emphasis has been placed on mathematics 
in the past. However, buildings have be- 
come so complicated that the actual struc- 
tural engineering is now accomplished by 
engineers working under the direction of 
the architect. 

Fortunately, architecture is with the 
student every moment of his life. His 
home, his school, his church, his places 
of recreation are all architecture at work, 
so that if he trains himself to observe and 
to analyze not only his esthetic reactions 
to the buildings, but also to discover 
whether they are practical, workable and 
serve their purpose well. 

The art departments of all libraries 
have excellent books on architectural his- 
tory and report accurately on what is tak- 
ing place in our country today. =~ 
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Hour AFTER HOUR, Lee practices pitch- 
ing—with a playmate if he can collar 
one, with his dad if he can’t. A Little 
Leaguer who once struck out 14 men in a 
game, he plays every weekend. In winter, 
he reads books on playing tips. 

Lee’s coach says he wouldn't be sur- 
prised if Lee made the majors or high 
minor leagues—‘“he’s rangy and has a 
good fast ball.” Lee hopes to attend col- 
lege first, and play baseball there. 

Lee’s dad, the Rev. Nane Starnes, is 
pastor of the West Asheville Baptist 
Church, and his son’s No. 1 fan. But Mr. 
Starnes hopes Lee will choose a profes- 
sion that serves mankind. “But of course,” 
Mr, Starnes says, “every man must choose 
his own career. The choice is Lee’s.” 


My apviceE 1s this: Work very hard at 
developing good pitching habits. The 
most common bad habits that | see in 
young pitchers your age are: 

1) They don't rear back far enough, 
and so don’t get all their strength behind 
the pitch. 

2) They overstride, taking too long a 
step with their forward foot, thus taking 
some steam off the pitch. 

3) They don't keep the forward foot 
pointed toward home plate, a mistake that 
causes wildness. 


4) They finish their delivery standing | 


straight up instead of bending their back 
to follow through. By failing to follow 
through, they not only take some speed 
off the pitch, they take the chance of hurt- 
ing their arms. 

Some people say that a boy your “age 
shouldn't throw the curve ball. But I dis- 
agree. If your hands are big enough so 
you can grip the ball properly, go ahead 
and twist off some curves. 

And play other sports besides baseball. 
Baseball, remember, is a game where con- 
ditioning and fast reflexes count. By play- 
ing football and basketball, you will be in 
better shape when baseball season arrives. 


Betu, of Biltmore High School, spends 
hours alone with a blackboard, “just do- 
ing problems and lecturing to an imagi- 
nary class.” Often she rounds up the 
neighborhood 6- and 7-year-olds, reads to 
them and leads them in games. At church, 
she helps out in the nursery. 

A student with more A’s than B’s, Beth 
likes arithmetic and geography but not 
science. She collects stamps, sews, draws 
and plays baseball—she is a _ switch- 
hitting outfielder. 

Neither of Beth’s parents attended col- 
lege. But Beth has begun a college fund 
with earnings from babysitting. “Chil- 
dren love Beth,” her dad, James, a pattern- 
maker, says. “If she wants to teach, we're 
all for it. It’s a worthwhile profession.” 
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THE YOUNG PERSON who wants to be- 
come a teacher should aim fgrst to become 
a liberally educated person. This will re- 
quire broad acquaintance with history, 
literature, philosophy, the natural and 
social sciences, mathematics and the fine 
arts. He should learn to think clearly and 
to express his thoughts well. 

Another part of his preparation will 
be to master the special knowledge and 
skill required of teachers. This includes 
the study of how people grow and learn 
and how teachers can help them learn 
more and better. He should study psychol- 
ogy, sociology and anthropology. He must 
understand also the purpose of education 
and the school. 

Progress toward the third goal of the 
future teacher can be started long before 
college. Everyone who teaches must be 
able to work well:with people, especially 
younger ones, and this calls for experi- 
ence and practice. The boy or girl who 
wants to teach should, therefore, use 
every possible chance to take part in group 
activities as a helper, a leader or an in- 
structor. Such opportunities can be found 
in school, in camp, in scouting, in church 
work and in playground activities.

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ACTOR-DIRECTO 
john Haber 


WHEN JOHN was in first grade, he was 
cast in The Wizard of Oz. He was so stage- 
struck that he immediately gave away his 
cowboy pistols. He spent all his time pro- 
ducing marionette shows. 

Since then John has set himself up as 
“The Tanglewood Children’s Theater,” 
and hired a secretary. He writes the 
scripts, designs scenery and prints the 
tickets. He has written a comic mystery, 
which was staged by a live cast he directed 
himself. He also has acted in Community 
Theater plays and in summer stock. - 

John stands first in his class at Gibbons 
Hall School, so his parents, Mr. and Mrs. 
Richard Haber, aren’t too concerned. Any- 
way, he has promised them front-row tick- 
ets for his first theatrical hit on Broadway. 


My ADVICE TO a 12-year-old who is con- 
templating acting as a career is to concen- 
trate on his education at this point in his 
life. At this age he is at an in-between 
stage—he has little time left in which to 
be a child star and has not reached an age 
in which he can be a leading man. 

Now is the time, and in the years to 


come, to acquire a great deal of knowledge . 


about things and people. I suggest he read 
a good deal of Shakespeare and the biog- 
raphies of actors and actresses. He should 
learn to speak well and enlarge his voice 
—once it changes. Also, 1 would advise 
dancing lessons and athletics to make his 
body elastic and expressive. 

it is not enough to dream about becom- 
ing an actor. A young person must remem- 
ber that acting is like swimming. You 
can't learn to swim without going. into 
the water. For this reason, get into school 
dramatics or join local drama groups as 
soon as possible. Don’t copy others; de- 
velop your own style. 

A young person must remember that he 
shouldn’t become an actor just for the sake 
of becoming rich and famous. The only 
reason a person becomes an actor is be- 
cause he is not happy at anything else. 


PEDIATR

AMELIA, a Biltmore High student, is 
founder and president of “The Doctors’ 
Club,” an organization of four girls who 
plan to study medicine. The object of the 
club, as Amelia explains it, is to “talk 
about medicine and do things for people*” 

Amelia became interested in medicine 
through her mother’s anatomy textbooks. 
Fascinated, she used to leaf through them 
for hours on end. She even saved up and 
bought a medical dictionary. 

As might be expected, her favorite sub- 
ject in school is health. She does well in 
science. The only child of a service sta- 
tion owner, she has saved $50 for college. 
Amelia says: “This is no romantic kid's 
idea with me. I want to spend my life 
helping people — particularly children.” 
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PARENTS OF CHILDREN who decide upon 
a health career at an early age can help 
foster their interest in many ways. To my 
mind, the most important way is by pro- 


viding resources in the home that support gai 


and stimulate learning. 

Alert youngsters in the pre-teen and 
early teen years are likely to be voracious 
readers. The lives of such health pioneers 
as Pasteur, Lister, Clara Barton and 
Florence Nightingale are both fascinating 
and inspiring. Books about the challenge 
and drama of medicine have both value 
and appeal. Excellent, readable articles on 
health appear in many popular magazines. 

Parents can steer their children toward 
the varied resources that exist in most 
cities and towns for stimulating interest 
in health. Many museums have displays 


or entire sections devoted to biology and ~ 


medicine. Visits to medical schools, clinics 
and local health departments may give 
them a chance to watch health workers in 
action. 

Our modern world demands specialists. 
But parents and school counselors, in 
helping a child to develop his special in- 


terest, should be sure that it is built on a. 


broad base of general knowledge.

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DRESS DESIGNER 


Estelle Wolf 


WHEN ESTELLE was 7, her parents gave 
her a children’s sewing machine, and she 
immediately began whipping up clothes 
for her dolls. Since then, she has gradu- 
ated to a full-sized machine and to clothes 
for herself. She designs them at a drawing 
board and even makes her own patterns. 

Estelle’s father, Edward, manages a 
dress factory in nearby Hendersonville. 
Estelle is often there, talking to the de- 
signers and picking up tips from them. 
She wants to design children’s clothes: 
“T’d like to see my designs on little kids.” 

Estelle, of Millard Junior High, has a 
B average. She expects to attend college 
and design school. “She has the flair and 
imagination for design,” her father says. 
“We think she'll follow through with it.” 


First, TAKE ALL the art courses you can 
get in high school. After that you should 
go to a good school of applied arts. That 
doesn’t mean you have to go to New York; 
most fair-sized cities in the U.S. have such 
schools. The course is usually two years, 
and there are plenty of scholarships that 
you could try for. | 

The next step is to find a job where you 
can learn more than theory. I started as 
a saleswoman in a wholesale fashion firm, 
and spent nearly two years selling and 
making suggestions before I got a chance 
to show what I could do. You can try a 
selling job, or a job as assistant in the 
sample room of a fashion firm or model- 
ing if you have the figure for it. 

You'll find wholesale fashion markets 
all over the U.S. Don’t forget your local 
store, either. A store’s merchandising or 
advertising department can teach you a 
great deal. 

But it may take years to become a de- 
signer. I have a girl working for me in my 
sample room who shows talent and may 
make it—but she’s spent five years just 
learning and she may spend more. The 
only thing to do is keep trying, keep sketch- 
ing: eventually you'll get your chance. 


ELECTRICIAN 


Larry Keenan 


A KEENAN FAMILY JOKE says that Larry 
could use a screwdriver before he could 
walk. He is constantly dismantling and 
repairing lamps, roasters and small appli- 
ances. His dad, a union electrician, is 
steadily being bombarded with questions 
about electricity. 

Larry is handy with his hands—when 
there is nothing to repair he builds plane 
and car models. He is a “pretty good” stu- 
dent at Haw Creek School. His dad points 
to Larry’s burgeoning interest in science 
and says perhaps he'll veer off into elec- 
tronics. 

His mother wishes Larry would study 
medicine, but at least hopes he'll attend 
college. “But it’s the sort of thing you have 
to leave to the child himself,” she says. 


YOUNG PEOPLE who are contemplating a 
future in the electrical industry today 
must give serious consideration to their 
scholastic preparation. Much of the prog- 
ress made in recent years requires a very 
high level of education. 

Our local Joint Apprenticeship and 
Training Committees for the Electrical 
Industry have for many years demanded 
a high school education with a good back- 
ground in mathematics, physics and 
chemistry. These prerequisites will be re- 
vised upwards. 

There are many books that help pre- 
pare a boy for a career in electricity. Many 
of them are available in school libraries 
or local libraries. A mathematics or sci- 
ence teacher usually can tell a boy which 
of them would be most helpful. Or he 
can obtain it by writing the IBEW, 1200 
Fifteenth St. N.W., Washington 5, D.C. 

The electrical industry is one of the 
few that can afford to be highly selective 
in view of its tremendous opportunities. 
A boy who hopes for a career in electricity 
should get the best education he can and 
then present his credentials for appren- 
ticeship. He may have to wait, but it is a 
career worth waiting for.

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PHYSICAL THERAPIST 


Shirley Ann Lewis 


A YEAR AGO, a Girl Scout leader asked 
Shirley to serve as a junior aide at Ashe- 
ville Orthopedic Hospital. Her job was to 
feed, dress and play with handicapped 
children. Immediately she decided to be a 
physical therapist. Today she is so 
wrapped up in the idea that her parents 
have to force her to play. 

Shirley's brother also is a physical 
therapist. He has coached her in her aide’s 
work at the hospital. 

Shirley attends Millard Junior High, 
is an A student who likes “all my sub- 
jects.” Her father, James, operates a motel 
and a taxi fleet; he attended Lenoir Rhyne 
College. “We'll help her all we can,” he 
says, “although it wouldn’t be my choice 


of a career. But we admire her for it.” 


IF YOU ARE THINKING about entering 
physical therapy, you can get the best idea 
of it by actually watching a physical ther- 
apist at work. Your local hospital, health 
department or any one of several volun- 
tary agencies will be glad to help you make 
these arrangements. 

The needs of the patient must always 
be first. To be a good physical therapist, 
you must have a love of people and be 
dedicated to helping them. 

The young person entering physical 
therapy should plan on going to college. 
The four-year program includes about two 
years of general college subjects in the 
humanities and in the social, biological 
and physical sciences. The remainder of 
the time is spent in professional education 
and supervised clinical practice. 

Upon completion of training, the young 
physical therapist will find no difficulty 
in securing a job. During the last 10 years 
our national supply of physical therapists 
has increased from 3,600 to 8,500, but 
demands have increased so much that for 
the next 10 years 3,000 new graduates 
will be needed each year. 

As a first step I would suggest reading 
the book, Laurie, Physical Therapist.

Monroe Cope 


LAST YEAR MONROE, a student at Haw 
Creek School, spent four months as a page 
in the North Carolina legislature in Ra- 
leigh. Uninterested in careers before that, 
he came home with plans to study law 
and enter politics. 

Monroe loves argument and debate. He 
has made it a point to seek out many local 
office-holders and has talked to his state 
representative about politics and law. He 
reads quite a bit—mostly fiction. 

Monroe's father, James, operates a 
trucking business. He quit school in 
eleventh grade, and isn’t sure Monroe 
would make an attorney. “He'll have to 
work harder in school, I tell him,” says 
Cope. “But if he wants to be a lawyer, 
we'll do everything we can to help him.” 


Law 1s.a profession that demands high 
moral character, scholarship and devotion 
to the interests of clients and public.

A lawyer's education begins before he 
enters law school because all knowled gis 
useful to him. Individual and company 
clients come from all walks of life and 
types of business. 

You should take broad courses in high 
school. Learn about the profession from 
talks with lawyers and by visiting courts 
in your community. There you will see 
justice functioning and observe the im- 
portant parts played by lawyers and judge. 

Thinking, speaking and writing well 
are desirable. Take every opportunity to 
speak in public. Since lawyers should be 
community leaders, you should engage.in 
useful extracurricular activity and learn 
to deal with all sorts of people. 

The best preparation for law is a liberal 
arts education, including literature, his- 
tory and the social sciences. 

Law is an exacting profession but it is 
an exciting one, and it provides many re- 
wards and satisfactions to those who seek 
a career of service.

CARS on PARADE 


by KEN W. PURDY 


A really new automobile. A gas-turbine car may appear 
on the market soon. The first such car in the world was 
run by the Rover Company of England in March 1950. 
It s official speed: 151.9 mph. A gas turbine operates on 
the jet principle: a mixture of compressed air and kero- 
sene, expanding as it burns, turns a turbine. The car 
needs no clutch or gear-shift, is easy to maintain and in- 
different to weather conditions. in starting. Early difh- 
culties— it used a great deal of fuel, was extremely noisy 


and produced a dangerous hot exhaust — have been 
largely overcome.- Every major automobile firm in the 
world has produced a gas-turbine car, but Rover probably 
will be the first to sell it—at about $5,000. 


Most expensive? The most expensive automobile ever 
put into production and listed in a catalogue was prob- 
ably the Type 41 Bugatti, first built in the 1920s by 
Ettore Bugatti, an Italian who made automobiles in 


France from 1909 to 1939. The Type 41, or Bugatti 
Royale, or Golden Bug, was listed at $20,000—for the 
bare chassis. The body was extra, and at least one Royale, 
a convertible, cost $43,000. (It can be seen today in the 
Ford Museum at Dearborn, Mich,) The car was guaran- 
teed for the lifetime of the purchaser, and M. Bugatti 
gave a personal gift to each owner, a radiator ornament. 
It was in the shape of a white elephant! 


Mrs. Hawkes’ record. Five years ago a world record held 
by a woman was officially broken, but there are many ad- 
mirers of the lady who would argue that it was only 
technically taken from her. Her name is Gwenda Hawkes, 
the record was 110.5 miles an hour for five kilometers 
on a Morgan Three-Wheeler, and she set it in 1932. It 
stood until 1955 when a German motorcyclist broke it, 
running with a side-car. The point is that Mrs. Hawkes 
made the record not on a motorcycle but in a Morgan 
Three-Wheeler, one of the world’s odd automobiles: two 
wheels in front, one in back, the engine a big V-twin hung 
out in front of the radiator. Morgans were tricky, 
crochety, lightly built, and it was a brave man who would 
drive one more than 85 miles an hour. The Morgan 
Three-Wheeler hasn’t been built since 1951. Inciden- 
tally, Mrs. Hawkes is the sister of Glubb Pasha of Arab 
Legion fame.

His first book is ready for publication 
next spring, written in the year he and Mary 
took off to rest up from nine years of con- 
stant performing. 


"WE PLAYED GOLF five days a week 
and on the weekend we were beatniks,"’ he 
said. Rainy days he wrote the book—"that 
was fun.”

‘"Domestic comedy’ is getting to be a 
dirty phrase in some quarters,” said Hayes, 
a lean, Ivy League type whose education 
was absorbed largely backstage and not at 
Yale.

or a show's or a movie's or a book's—is not 
whether it is domestic or comedy but 
whether it is good, whether it really enter- 
tains. 


"We think we have a good formula. it 
is patterned somewhat after our own lives. 
The show deals with a couple of . enter- 
tainers, long and happily married, who move 
to suburbia with their kids. Obviously, they 
live in two worlds—the theater and subur- 
bia, the norm. 


“l can tell you it is at times much fun, 


at times suspenseful and even dramatic. 
We're concentrating on the fun—but we're 


not coy, cute people and the show isn't 
coy or cute, either.”

RNIE KOVACS is one TV performer who 

is genuinely happy in his work. Of 
course, he enjoys heading up ABC- TV's 
humor show, "Take a Good Look,” which 
returns Oct. 27, but it goes beyond that. 


As Ernie's fans well know, it just so hap- 
pens that the program's sponsor is a cigar 
maker. Ernie, in company with Groucho 
Marx, Ken Murray, George Burns, et al, is 
one of America’s most popular cigar smok- 
ers. Take it from there. 


‘It's really great," he said, gesturing 
toward the oversized stogie he was hold- 
ing. “My sponsor's cigar happens to be 
one of the brands | really dig.” Kovacs's 
father, incidentally, is equally delighted. 
“He's been a faithful smoker of this cigar 
for 22 years,"’ Ernie explained with a wry 
smile, “and, well, you know what that 
means.” 

SHARP-EYED VIEWERS of "Take a Good 
Look" might have noticed toward the end 
of last season that Ernie's cigar seemed 
longer than any of the type his sponsor 
puts out. Cast any suspicions aside. It 
seems that Ernie likes a bit more length to 
his cigars for “better heft and balance.” 


Eager to make him feel right at home, 
Ernie's obliging sponsor took the situation 
in hand and promptly came up with a solu- 
tion. “They had a special die made just 
for me," he said, ‘which turns out a longer 
cigar. Pretty nice of them, | think.” 


That his sponsor thinks highly of Kovacs 
goes without saying. Every time a batch 
of his special cigars is to be turned out, 
the regular assembly line has to be stopped 
while the special die is fitted onto a reg- 
ular-size die. Result: It literally costs more 
than $800 a box, when production stop- 
page, labor costs, etc., are figured. And 
Ernie, heavy smoker that he is, keeps the 
machine busy very often.

enthusiastically by the critics when it pre- 


miered, and Kovacs is inclined to agree 
that the show didn't show its best colors. 


‘But later on," he said, “we got some 
nice reports from press people who took 
a second good es no pun intended, at 
our show. You see, | don't like to call it 
a panel show. It shouldn't be looked at 
with identification in mind. It's a fun show, 
with a light, breezy approach. The viewer, 
as well as the panelists, mystery guests, sup- 
porting bananas and myself, mustn't take 
it seriously. That's very important. 


"We're just supposed to have some fun, 
that's all. This season, we have Carl Reiner 
sitting in with Edie Adams and Caesar Ro- 
mero. Carl wilt round things out a little 
more. He's a very funny guy. We've 
knocked out the bugs, and | think it'll be 


smooth sailing from here on.”
